Gaj Rights Push Way Into 
King March 


Black Gays Spearhead Inclusion of Lesbian Speaker

“Today’s march joins the black civil rights movement and the Gay civil rights movement in 
a struggle we have always shared,’’ Audrey Lorde, a prominent East Coast black Lesbian feminist, 
professor, and author, told more than 200,000 people massed in front of the Lincoln Memorial 
Saturday to commemorate the 20th anniversary of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr.’s historic March 
on Washington. 


“Today, the civil rights movement pledged its support for Gay civil rights legislation,’’ Lorde 
told the throng. 


But until the small hours of Friday morning, the two movements were locked in a struggle 
against each other. Were it not for the intense lobbying by Gay and Lesbian leaders — most 
of them black — neither Lorde nor any other Gay or Lesbian figure would have spoken at the 
“Jobs, Peace and Freedom” anniversary march. 


Until an eleventh-hour com¬ 
promise was reached, represen¬ 
tatives from Gay rights organiza¬ 
tions and abortion-rights ad¬ 
vocates were barred from speak¬ 
ing by the D.C. Coalition of 
Conscience, headed by Rep. 
Walter Fauntroy (D-D.C.), a 
former chairman of the Congres¬ 
sional Black Caucus. 

On the surface, it would ap¬ 
pear that Lorde’s address was 
another result of Gay political 
power flexing its muscle. But 
upon closer examination there is 
an untold story. The events in the 
nation’s capital were, in fact, the 
result of an unprecedented — in¬ 
deed, history-making — flexing 
of Black Gay political muscle. 

For two hours, from 
12:30 am until 2:30 am Friday, 
the five co-chairs of the anniver¬ 
sary march — Dr. King’s widow, 
Coretta Scott King’ NAACP ex¬ 
ecutive director Dr. Benjamin

Fallout from DC Dispute 
Casts Fall on SF March 

Britt Refuses to Yield Speaking Slot 
to Black Gay

Fallout from the dispute in the nation’s capital over the in¬ 
clusion of a Gay speaker in the 20th Anniversary March on 
Washington spread across the country to San Francisco, where 
a West Coast march was held Saturday. 


A cartoon in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle last Thursday 
criticized a decision by the DC 
Coalition of Conscience, organ¬ 
izers of the Washington march 
for “Jobs, Peace and Freedom,” 
to exclude Gay-rights and 
abortion-rights advocates from 
speaking there. 


The cartoon prompted co¬ 
chairs of the Bay Area Coalition 
of Conscience, headed by Geral¬ 
dine Johnson, to hold a press 
conference at the Third Baptist 
Church in the Western Addition 
Friday “in an effort to clear up 
any misconceptions” about the

Hollywood AIDS 
Show Flops 

LA Gays and Benefit's Producers 
Pull in Different Directions

Promoter Dick Sheehan produced a monumental flop last 
Sunday night at the Hollywood Bowl in Los Angeles. A pay¬ 
ing crowd estimated at 2,000 were surrounded by 15,000 empty 
seats at an alleged AIDS benefit. 

Headed by Debbie Reynolds, the show was to be the bigger- 
than-life Hollywood version of the successful June Davies 
Hall fundraiser in San Francisco. The finale was to have over 
200 stars on stage. 
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Southern California’s Gay 
community, however, boycotted 
the event. The reason was a 
reluctance by Sheehan to state 
where the money would go from 
the Hollywood benefit. The 
AIDS Project/LA issued a state¬ 
ment saying they would take no 
position either in favor of or in 
opposition to the event. 

The money allocation prob¬ 
lems began when Sheehan said 
in planning meetings that half 


the proceeds would go to St. 
Jude’s Hospital, 25% to the Na¬ 
tional AIDS/KS Foundation 
and the remainder to AIDS Pro¬ 
ject/LA. St. Jude’s has no AIDS 
patients, no ongoing AIDS re¬ 
search projects and currently has 
only shown a small interest in the 
disease as it could possibly relate 
to children. Through the in¬ 
fluence of Danny Thomas, St. 
Jude’s has become a favorite in¬ 
group Beverly Hills charity. 


Following strong Gay com¬ 
munity objections, St. Jude’s 
was dropped, and a committee 
was set up by the producer which 
was to decide how the profits 
would be split up after the event. 
Following the show, Sheehan 
would not discuss the attendance 
or the disbursement of any prof¬ 
it. He would also not disclose 
who would guarantee the ex¬ 
penses if there is a loss.

The defense employed in ad¬ 
mitted killings is an offshoot of 
an insanity plea wherein the 
defendant says he had no control 
over himself when he killed the 
victim. The defense is also simi¬ 
lar to the diminished capacity 
defense (including the Dan 
White “Twinkie” defense). The 
plea is that in the midst of a sex¬ 
ual engagement, the defendant 
is throw n into a violent rage and 
not responsible for his actions. 
The unspoken part of the de¬ 
fense is to portray the victim as 
a sex pervert, a “sodomizer,” a 
degenerate preying on the young 
and unsuspecting. 

DA Smith promised to re¬ 
search the topic, draft legisla¬ 
tion, and work to get the change 
in law passed in Sacramento. 

Meanwhile, the Bay Area 
Reporter learned that Assistant 
District Attorney Ken Cady has 
been at work on just such a 
change and recently submitted 
his working draft to Smith. 

Cady’s reform would be add¬ 
ed to the evidence code — what 
evidence of what natures are ad¬ 
mitted into the actual trial. Cady 
would add a new section to the 
Evidence Code (1103.5(A)). In 
capital crimes (murder, man¬ 
slaughter, assault, etc.) the “vic¬ 
tim’s sexual orientation, in¬ 
cluding opinion evidence, repu¬ 
tation evidence, and evidence of 
specific instances of the victim’s 
sexual conduct, shall not be ad¬ 
missible to prove justification 
(for the commiting of the 
crime).” 

This would not apply if at the 
commission of the crime, the 
defendant felt himself in great 
danger. If one truly believes he 
is to suffer immediate and great 
bodily injury at the hands of the 
victim, he is entitled to defend 
himself. 

If such is the case, the defen¬ 
dant must make a written mo¬ 
tion to the court and seek the 
judge’s ruling. The defense at¬ 
torneys must submit proof of the 
fear, and also its relevancy to the 
ensuing trial. 

If the court finds the offer suf¬ 
ficient, a hearing would be held 

— out of the hearing of the jury 

— wherein the judge may quiz 
witnesses and the victim (if still 
alive) to determine the legiti¬ 
macy of the request. 

At the conclusion of this hear¬ 


ing, the court would find what 
and what not is admissible into 
the actual trial. 

At issue — as Cady sees it — 
is that the defense must prove 
how and why the introduction of 
one’s sexual orientation is rele¬ 
vant to the impending trial. 
Moreover, the sexual history of 
the victim has to be proven 
before it can be referred to or 
characterized. Put another way, 
the defense would be forced to 
demonstrate that they are not 
planning a phony defense. And 
that their line of thinking has 
some probative value. 

Cady’s working model is simi¬ 
lar to restrictions placed on rape 
trial defenses. The sexual past of 
the victim cannot be idly intro¬ 
duced solely to besmirch her 
reputation. It must be relevant to 
the charge leveled against the 
defendant. 

Meanwhile, growing out of a 
call from an editorial in this 
paper, Paul Walker, prominent 
Gay psychotherapist, has decid¬ 
ed to research the literature on 
“Homosexual Panic.” 

Walker, a Ph.D. in psychology 
and President of the Institute for 
the Study of Human Resources 
and Associate Dean of The One 
Institute, wrote, “I fully agree 
with you that a scientifically 
rigorous review of the psychiatric 
literature on this topic is 
needed.” 

“Such a review,” he con¬ 
tinued, “would include survey¬ 
ing everything written on this 
topic in the behavioral sciences 



literature with special attention 
to evaluating these writings as to 
their logical basis in empirical 
research as opposed to theoreti¬ 
cal speculation.” 

Walker said he plans to get his 
survey of the literature published 
in an academic journal and to 
see it widely circulated in the 
Gay press. TTie study would also 
turn Walker into an expert on the 
topic. 

He said he plans to bury him¬ 
self in the library for several 
weeks to work on the project. 

On another front, Los Angeles 
attorney Tom Coleman, who has 
been in the forefront of the Sex¬ 
ual Civil Liberties organization, 
also indicated an interest in the 
“homosexual panic” defense. 
Coleman, who served for two 
years as executive director of the 
Governor’s Commission on Per¬ 
sonal Privacy, said that he would 
put the topic on the agenda of 
the next convention of the Sexual 
Civil Liberties group. Sexual 
Civil Liberties is a nation-wide 
group of scholars, psychologists, 
and attorneys who are dedicated 
to bring about legal enlighten¬ 
ment with regard to sexual 
activity. 

In addition, both at the local 
level and state-wide, several leg¬ 
islators have indicated they 
would be willing to carry a bill 
on invalidating “Homosexual 
Panic” as a defense. R 
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Controversy surrounding Gay 
participation in a similar Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., march had its ef¬ 
fect in San Francisco. As the 
march formed in the Golden 
Gate Park Panhandle, there was 
a large empty area set aside for 
Gay and Lesbian organizations. 
Five minutes before the march 
was to start only three Gay 
organizations were represented 
and there were less than 25 
people. 

An estimated 25,000 persons 
participated in the march. Gay 
marchers were positioned in the 
next to last spot in the march 
lineup. The march organizers 
provided no monitors for the rear 
of the march. As they walked 
down Golden Gate Avenue 
through the Western Addition, 
the mood was tense. Many elder¬ 
ly people who watched were sup¬ 
portive to the Gay marchers. 
Others were openly hostile, yell¬ 
ing inflammatory remarks about 
AIDS and jeering the group. 

The Gay community was rep¬ 
resented by Black and White 
Men Together, the Gay Labor 
Alliance, the Harvey Milk Gay 
Democratic Club, and the Coali¬ 
tion for Human Rights. 

At the City Hall rally site 
Gays were included in the pro¬ 
gram. Several months ago invita¬ 
tions were sent to Harry Britt, 
Pat Norman, Priscilla Alex¬ 
ander, and Castleberry and 
Dupre. All accepted except Pat 
Norman, who had a prior com¬ 
mitment. 

Naomi Cantrell, the deputy 
coordinator for the event, was 
angered by charges that Gays 
were unwelcome at the event. 
“These charges,” she said, “are 
simply a tactic to divide us.”“If 
there is a problem,” Cantrell 
continued, “it is that the Black

Gays are not a part of the White 
Gay community.” 

Jule Anderson, a member of 
the program committee, played 
down any friction between the 
Gay and Black communities. 
She said Gays had been invited 
to participate right from the 
start. 

In contrast, Rev. Cecil 
Williams of Glide Memorial 
Church told the Bay Area 
Reporter from Washington, 
D.C., that, in fact, many Bay 
Area Black ministers did not 
want Gays to participate. He 
confirmed that many of these 
ministers had tried and failed to 
have Gay speakers removed. 

Though there was no open 
discrimination, Supervisor 
Harry Britt was placed near the 
end of the list of speakers. He 
spoke around 4 p.m. to a dwin¬ 
dling crowd. He aimed his re¬ 
marks at the Black ministers, 
observing that many said they 
could accept that he was Gay but 
would not accept his lifestyle. He 
built his message around Mar¬ 
tin Luther King’s vision of 
freedom. 

Harry Britt concluded by say¬ 
ing, “Let all who love their peo¬ 
ple and their country now say as 
we say here: ‘These freedoms we 
will fight for, side by side, 
throughout our lives until we 
have won our liberty. ” Before 
she spoke, all the Black minis¬ 
ters had left the area. ■ 


Milkers Endorse Incumbents, 
Ballot Propositions 


Members of the Harvey Milk 
Gay Democratic Club at their 
August meeting endorsed the 
candidacies of Arlo Smith for 
San Francisco County District 
Attorney and Michael Hennes¬ 
sey for County Sheriff. 

In his introduction of Arlo 
Smith, Milk Vice President Ron 
Huberman noted, in particular, 
Smith’s “training of his staff to 
oppose the “homosexual panic” 
defense, his support for Federal 
prosecution of Dan White, and 
his vigorous prosecution of 
violent street crimes” as evi¬ 
dence of his commitment to the 
Gay community. Club President 
Carole Migden went on to say 
that “Hennessey is a person cut 
from the same fine cloth as 
Smith. His leadership, his pro¬ 
gressive hiring policies, and his 
administrative skills offer a 
model for sheriffs and jail 
administrators.” 

The Sebastiani Initiative, 
scheduled for a $17 million 
special election in December, 
met a unanimous rejection. 
After listening to Assembly- 
member Art Agnos say that “the 
possibility of Sebastiani’s 
passage is scaring legislators 
from voting for AB-1 and other

clear that they would work ac¬ 
tively to oppose this initiative.

Damages for Victims & AIDS Panel 
in Final Rounds

Two bills before the state legislature that would effect the 
lives of Gay people may have crucial votes early in September: 
AB-848 would expand current law to permit Gay people to 
collect up to $10,000 in civil damages for attacks and threats 
of violence. SB-910 would establish a 7-person AIDS panel to 
evaluate citizen needs in the AIDS crisis. 


Both bills received substantial 
support in their originating leg¬ 
islative houses so they may be 
called up for votes at any time in 
spite of the threat of a reluctant 
“Sebastiani revolt.” 

The Gay victims bill (AB-848) 
passed the Assembly with a sub¬ 
stantial 45-28 margin. It later 
had difficulty on the Senate side 
when it was first rejected, but 
was later accepted 7-1 in a Judi¬ 
ciary Committee vote. Only 
former Los Angeles Police Chief 
Ed Davis voted against the mea¬ 
sure in committee. AB-848 may 
now be directly considered by 
the Senate. (A Finance Com¬ 
mittee vote was not required 
because their is no cost 
involved.) 

AB-848’s author, Assembly- 
man Tom Bates (D-Alameda), 
has not chosen a Senator to carry 
his bill on that side of the house. 
A Bates staff aide said, “It will 
be called up soon if we have the 
votes. Otherwise it will be con¬ 
sidered next year.” All current 
legislation must be approved by 
both the Assembly and Senate 
by September 15 in order to 
allow time for the Governor’s 
signature in this session. Such 
legislation would go into effect 
on January 1, 1984. 


chosen to carry the bill. 

SB-910 establishes an AIDS 
panel to advise the legislature on 
the needs of citizens in this area 
of legislation. The panel would 
consist of 7 members (2 chosen 
by Ways and Means in the As¬ 
sembly, 2 chosen by the Senate 
Majority Leader — currently 
Roberti — and 3 chosen by the 
governor). 

The bill had difficulty earlier 
in the Senate Health Committee. 
It eventually passed when a re¬ 
consideration was requested by 
Senator Milton Marks (R-San 
Francisco). The Senate Ways & 
Means Committee later moved 
the bill out with a 19-1 approval, 
indicating strong Republican as 
well as Democratic support. 

Chris Bowman, Issues chair 
of Concerned Republicans for 
Individual Rights, believes that 
SB-910 “will have no difficulty 
in the Assembly after its 35-0 
Senate victory. There is no or¬ 
ganized opposition to it.” 

Under SB-910, an eight- 
member AIDS Advisory Com¬ 
mittee would advise and assist 
the state in addressing the long 
term implications of this public 
health problem through: 

• Education regarding pri¬ 
mary prevention f or high risk

Taking on 

Establishment Blacks 

According to our people in Washington, DC, and New York 
City, our movement made a historic giant step last week. 

We crashed a civil rights party, made a lot of noise, and 
graduated from the back of the bus. And we did it by step¬ 
ping on the toes of some of the people who taught us the 
lessons. 

In a nutshell, we put other civil rights activists on notice 
that if anybody's throwing a major media event — billed as 
a testimonial to "Jobs, Peace, and Freedom," the Gay com¬ 
munity is going to be on hand — to lend its weight, its bodies, 
and to grab a piece of the media coverage. 

The co-chairs of the 20th anniversary of the Martin Luther 
King Jr. "I Had A Dream" march on Washington, D.C., last 
weekend at first gave little notice to a Gay/Lesbian involve¬ 
ment. As the day grew closer, it became clear that there was 
no portion of the program to be shared. What's more offen¬ 
sive, when the subject finally came out of the closet, not a 
few Black fundamentalists showed their true colors on 
Gayness. We even had concrete examples of homophobia 
from certain Black ministers (Southern) and lawmakers. 

National Gay leaders did not back away from the sensitive 
situation. If freedom was going to be argued. Gays and Les¬ 
bians (regardless of their color) would not stay sedately seated 
in the back of the bus. And they turned their guns on the 
organizers of the Washington, DC, King march. Into the front¬ 
line trenches went Black Gays. Mel Boozer staged a sit-in 
(followed by an arrest) in the District of Columbia's Black con¬ 
gressional delegate's office. Gil Gerald of the Black Coalition 
led the frontal siege. Parade organizers gave away an inch. Gay 
rightists bounced it back — "no way." A final attempt to 
satisfy the Gay dissidents was hammered out in a 2!4-hour 
conference call after midnight two days before the march. 

From Coretta Scott King to Ginny Apuzzo the wires crackled 
as to the place of Gays. And it was agreed that a Black Les¬ 
bian would be given a significant spot in the speakers' lineup. 
That Black leaders would make mention of the Gay civil rights 
bills before Congress. That Gay march contingents wouldn't 
be in the tail of the parade. Finally, most significant of all, the 
recognition to set up a mechanism by which Gay leaders could 
in the future confer with Black leaders. 

We sense that the Washington, DC, shenanigans also shook 
up Black Gays and Lesbians around the nation. The message 
is that to date they have had a free ride of sorts in the Gay 
liberation train. The Black Gay quest for visibility is a late part 
of the movement. The preponderance of its efforts have been 
directed to targeting racism within the Gay community. (Where 
it does exist — if not actively and virulently, but passively — 
and should be rooted out.) 

Black Gays have not been nearly as busy targeting, swip¬ 
ing at, and challenging anti-Gay attitudes in the Black estab¬ 
lishment. Neither has there been any concerted effort to bring 
prominent local Black Gays and Lesbians out of the closet. The 
response given is that one takes enough abuse from racism 
without doubling the burden. If this were valid Black Lesbians 
would bear a triple burden, and a Black Lesbian handicapped 
person would bear a quadruple load. Maybe this is so . . . 
maybe not. 

The curse, however, of staying in the closet is a much more 
crippling syndrome than any slings and arrows delivered in the 
light of day. This we hold to be a truth of truths. 

The fact remains, another wedge into the iron-clad ring of 
righteousness was carved last week. This time it was at the 
expense of the Black establishment. 

The opening cries out for Black Gays and Lesbians — here 
and around the nation — to take up the picks and the hoes 
and weed the garden of homophobia in their ranks.

Oklahoma Repression 

★ Wayne Friday recently listed several occupations 
from which, theoretically at least, lesbians and gay men 
in particular states are barred. 

Unfortunately, the list omitted one of the most sig¬ 
nificant discriminatory laws, which also holds the ob¬ 
vious interest of Californians: Oklahoma’s notorious 
Helm Bill, or the Briggs-Initiative-made-law. 

Fortunately for all of us, though, the Helm Bill is 
being challenged. After our community lost the initial 
round in federal district court in Oklahoma City, the 
case was appealed to the Tenth Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals in Denver. According to Leonard Graff of National 
Gay Rights Advocates, oral arguments are scheduled 
to be heard there September 12. 

As one of the organizers in 1978-79 of the legal 
challenge to this legislation which outlaws openly les¬ 
bian and gay teachers and prohibits positive discussion 
of gay rights and homosexuality in Oklahoma class¬ 
rooms, I believe it is important that our community — 
especially in California — know that this law exists. 
But even more significantly, it is extremely encourag¬ 
ing to recognize that with the wholehearted support of 
NGR A, this law is being fought and will eventually be 
struck down as unconstitutional — completing the last, 
fitting chapter to the infamous Briggs Initiative.

AIDS Wards 

★ I would like to comment on the letter from Martin 
Stow on the “destructive example” set by the new S.F. 
General AIDS ward. I can understand Mr. Stows con¬ 
cern ■— no one who has thought about it can fail to 
wonder about the wisdom of establishing a separate, 
predominantly gay facility in a city hospital, or fail to 
experience queasiness around more than one “political 
issue” that AIDS raises. 

It is important, I think, to realize that this ward was 
not established, as Mr. Stow suggests, to “protect” other 
patients or staff from contagion, but rather to provide 
a level of care and support which General has acknowl¬ 
edged, by doing it, cannot be provided elsewhere (even 
in their own hospital). 

I’ve been visiting a friend with AIDS who has been 
hospitalized on and off for over a year. My experience 
is that the S.F. General ward is not a “separate but 
equal” facility; it is far superior in every respect to the 
other wards I’ve seen at General — and light years be¬ 
yond some other Bay Area hospitals, some of which are 
truly nightmares. I’ve watched experienced nurses so 
panicked that they will gown, mask, and glove if they 
must even walk through a door to ask a question. Tales 
of personnel knocking on doors and leaving food trays 
on the floor outside rooms of immobilized patients are 
not exaggerated. In one East Bay hospital I watched 
three nurses struggling to place one bedsheet into three 
successive color-coded plastic bags, and then place those 
in an additional three color-coded cloth laundry bags. 
The scene was so bizarrely grotesque that it was comic 
— to me. But imagine for a moment the effect it might 
have on you as a patient with a disease which you — 
and the muses — perceived to be some kind of “retri¬ 
bution” for your sexual lifestyle. 

One can declare such behavior intolerable, or say 
those nurses should be fired — but (for the most part) 
they are following bureaucratically established proce¬ 
dures (designed to deal not so much with contagion as 
with contagion panic). And in any case, their fear is 
not to be discounted either. It might seem absurd, but 
it is very real to them. They fully expect to be the next 
high risk group, and the media fuels that fear relent¬ 
lessly, in ways too familiar to all of us. For an individual 
struggling with fear, the boundary between paranoia 
and intelligent hygienic precaution is thin, particularly 
when the “experts” don’t seem to know much. 

Education and compassion are needed; there has 
been progress. But the important thing NOW is the 
patient — not the politics and not the “precedent.” The 
ward at General is a model pilot project. The level of 
support, compassion, and service provided there is, 
realistically, unobtainable for the present in most other 
facilities. It is enlightened, and, I believe, to be sup¬ 
ported and commended by the community. 

I suggest Mr. Stow spend an hour with an AIDS pa¬ 
tient in San Leandro or Oakland, or (when they can 
locate one) Santa Clara County, and then decide if he 
is still alarmed by the “precedent” of compassion that 
is now disarmingly common at General. Surely he must 
realize that other hospitals don’t need the excuse of not 
being able to provide a separate ward to provide ap¬ 
palling service. The fact that they may use it as such 
cannot allow us to consider extinguishing the first ray 
of hope we’ve seen.

Personally I don’t see that our Gay culture has yet 
moved beyond “red light district” — which is a place 
that caters primarily to human lust, and which can be 
a very pleasant place to be for a time. But if using 
human bodies as mere sex receptacles and if SAM, scat, 


golden shower and fisting are not corruption and 
depravity, then I have lost the specific meanings of my 
English language. 

When we can no longer see up 6r down, right or 
wrong, good or harm in Gays, then the Gay cause is 
lost. Civil rights or not, without evaluation, rational 
judgment and a common code of acceptable ethics, no 
society can do other than destroy itself under a reign 
of personal whim. 

I believe there is a knee jerk reaction among us when 
any of these matters surface — here comes religion 
again, which rejects us. Common sense, however, are 
words which extend beyond narrow religious precepts; 
ethics and moral responsibility do also. Certainly our 
society has every provocation to be repelled by religious 
bigotry. The definition of “sin” given above applies there 
too. But we should be most cautious of abandoning all 
evaluations of our behavior entirely. Any means to an 
end usually results in very unpleasant consequences.

Peter N. Fowler, a San Fran¬ 
cisco law student and law 
librarian at Golden Gate Univer¬ 
sity Law School, is one of four¬ 
teen nominees for seven seats on 
the Board of Directors of the 
National Gay Task Force cur¬ 
rently being elected by mail 
ballots. The winners will be an¬ 
nounced on September 16, at the 
Board of Directors meeting in 
New York. He is the only Gay 
Californian nominated. Fowler 
would like local NGTF members 
to back his candidacy. 

Fowler, who moved to San 
Francisco in 1980 to attend law 
school, is a thirty-two year old 
former educator and social 
worker from Indiana. He at¬ 
tended John Carroll University, 
receiving a B.A. in Political 
Science, and later completed 
graduate degrees in both Educa¬ 


tion (University of Alabama, 
1977) and Political Science (Ball 
State University, 1979). He is 
currently employed by Golden 
Gate University as a Law 
Librarian. 

Fowler was responsible for in¬ 
stituting the annual Individual 
Rights and the Law Forum 
series held at Golden Gate 
University, and has been involv¬ 
ed with the establishment of a 
National Resource Depository 
at the university for the National 
Educational Foundation for In¬ 
dividual Rights, the coalition of 
major Gay and Lesbian legal 
rights firms in the country. He 
is the immediate past president 
of the Stonewall Law Caucus, an 
organization of Gay, Lesbian 
and non-Gay law students at 
Golden Gate who are interested 
in Individual Rights and 
Gay/Lesbian rights issues. Ad¬ 
ditionally, he is an active 
member of the Bay Area Law¬ 
yers for Individual Freedom 
(BALIF) and serves on its law 
student committee. 

Planning to remain in San 
Francisco upon graduation from 
law school, Fowler calls the Bay 
Area his home now, as it is with 
many Gay students who moved 
here from the Midwest, and 
hopes to practice law with an 
orientation and representation of 
Gay legal rights and problems, 
particularly in the areas of fami¬ 
ly law and immigration law.

Interview: flat Norman 

Lesbian, Black, Grandmother, Health Planner 

by Dion B. Sanders 

W hen Pat Norman last month filed with the Registrar of Voters a letter of intent to run for the Board 
of Supervisors, she set the stage for a new chapter in the often-stormy history of San Francisco 
politics. Norman, who will formally declare her candidacy next January, is the first Lesbian 
Person of Color to seek a seat on the 11-member board. 

The 43-year-old mother of two and grandmother of one is currently coordinator of Lesbian/Gay health 
services for the City’s Department of Health and co-chair of the Coalition for Human Rights. A native 
New Yorker, Norman has had a long career in medicine, beginning in the Navy’s hospital corps, and 
continuing with work in health services and mental health services in Pennsylvania, Illinois and Texas 
before finally settling in San Francisco in 1971. 

At the same time, Norman was actively involved in political and social movements: the black civil 
rights movement of the early 60’s, the anti-Vietnam War movement of the late 60’s, the feminist move¬ 
ment of the early 70’s and the Gay civil rights movement from the late 70’s to the present. 

In a wide-ranging, hour-long interview with the Bay Area Reporter in her Bernal Heights home, 
Norman talked about her candidacy, racism, homophobia, relations between the Gay and black com¬ 
munities, and city-wide issues such as the budget, downtown development, rent control and gentrifica- 
tion. She also gave mixed reviews on Mayor Feinstein’s performance, and had a few choice words about 
the controversial “ Whitewash” article in the July California magazine, and the political storm 
surrounding it. 

Bay Area Reporter: What 
prompted you to run for 
Supervisor? 

Norman: I’ve been asked that 
a couple of different times. Over 
the past six years, different peo¬ 
ple have asked me at different 
times if I would consider doing 
that, but no, I never did consider 
it. I mean, I thought about it — 

“yeah, ha ha” — and this time, 
the people who I’ve been work¬ 


ing with for the past five, six 
years steadily, came to me and 
said that they had been talking 
and wanted me to run for Super¬ 
visor. They said I was someone 
whom they could support and 
someone who could, they felt, 
bring unity to some of the dif¬ 
ferent communities in San 
Francisco. 

B.A.R.: Any names? 

Norman: Certainly one of 


them was Barbara Cameron 
(founder of Gay American In¬ 
dians) and some of the people 
she works with. Paul Thurston 
and Paul Grossan — and several 
other people whose names es¬ 
cape me for now. But she 
(Cameron) had been talking . . . 
And at first, when she came to 
me and said, “We’ve thought 
about this and I'd like you to 
think about it,” it was November 
of last

So I thought about it for a 
long time, and talked to my 
family, talked to my friends — 
and got mixed reviews from all 
of them. But basically they said,

“We really feel that you would 
make an excellent Supervisor.” 
Their concern was, what would 
it (the campaign) do to me in 
terms of my way of living in the 
workd — how would it affect me. 
That was their greatest concern. 
But they felt I had the good 
energy and direction to make 
some kind of inroads into the 
unification of all the groups in 
San Francisco. 

B.A.R.: Have you formulated 
a campaign platform yet? 

Norman: Well, it’s an ongo¬ 
ing process; I don’t think it’s a 
stagnant process. Certainly, my 
platform will include the very, 
very important issues of unem¬ 
ployment, youth, seniors, hous¬ 
ing, and how to expand job op¬ 
portunities: skilled-labor jobs 
and positions, and I do have cer¬ 
tain plans and ideas about all of 
those particular areas of interest 
that I feel are the most important 
for the people of San Francisco. 

I think that the major pro¬ 
blem is not that we already don’t 
have programs; I think that the 
major problem is that the pro¬ 
grams are not funded properly or 
adequately to actually provide 
for the people that they are 
created for. It’s necessary to 
evaluate those programs; to look 
at how they can be most effec¬ 
tive in order to provide the best 
possible service that they are 
supposed to provide. 

When I look at what’s hap¬ 
pening for youth here in San 
Francisco, it’s like being in a 
position of looking at an over¬ 
view of services, not only health 
services, but also social services 
and community program ser¬ 
vices. What I see is a very 
limited amount of — a very 
limited style of programming for 
youth. Where do they go after 
they get out of school? That is, 
after they graduate? Not only 
that, but where do they go after 
they get out school every day at 
three o’clock? There are almost 
no programs for those people, 
aside from the boy’s clubs or 
besides the one or two facilities 
at the Y (YMCA), or something 
like that. There’s no directive 
programs — creative programs. 

Many of the young people I 
know around here, where I live 
(Bernal Heights), and in the 
Western Addition are on drugs. 
They are so bored and there’s 
nothing else for them to do, that 
they get on drugs. That needs to 
be addressed. We cannot afford 
to waste our youth. They are the 
future of our country and of our 
city. And so it’s necessary for us 
to begin looking more clearly at 
(Continued on next page) 
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what the possibilities are. And to 
look at the senior programs — 
and I know that there are some 
very wonderful programs for 
seniors. 

At the same time, there are 
people who are not being af¬ 
fected, such as the people in the 
Tenderloin, for example. There 
is limited funding, limited 
sources for actual primary-care 
facilities for people. So looking 
at all those, yes, I am coming up 
substantial (long pause) I don’t 
know what I’m going to call it 
— platform! Basically what I 
could do is have an outline of 
what I perceive are the dif¬ 
ficulties, and some of the ways 
that I percieve being able to look 
at those differently from how 
they have been done before. 

To go back to the question of 
why I want to be Supervisor: I 
think that my experience in the 
City government for the past 12 
years is unique to any of the 
other Supervisors that I know 
about. And being able to work 
within the (health services) 
system and know what some of 
the major problems are, that I 
don’t think other people see, 
brings me to a place of being 
able to say, “yes, I do know that 
and I do know how that they can 
work differently.” 


B.A.R.: The biggest 

challenge that any candidate for 
a city-wide office faces is, of 
course, name recognition. You 
were not very weill-known out¬ 
side of the Lesbian/Gay com¬ 
munity until that California 
magazine article came out. And 
it takes a lot of money these days 
to wage a campaign to achieve 
that name recognition. As of 
now, how are your campaign 
fundraising efforts fairing? 

Norman: Well, so far, we’ve 
had only one major fundraiser 
and we’ve also had a number of 
small-group fundraisers. I’m 
pleased at die response that has 
happened so far. And also, 
although I don’t have gigantic 
name recognition as say, Wendy 
Nelder or Carol Ruth Silver 
does, I do have some recognition 
outside of the Gay community. 

B.A.R.: Such as? 

Norman: Well, for sure the 
women’s community. Clearly, I 
have worked not only in the Gay 
community and the women’s 
community, but within ethnic 
minority communities as well. 
And so in certain areas, there are 
people who are supporting me in 
all those particular areas; I’m 
not limited at all to the Gay and 
Lesbian community. I think that 
— one of the problems for me 
has been that I was never inter¬ 
ested in having a lot of publici¬ 
ty. I’ve been more interested in 
doing what it is that I do. 

So until the last six or eight 
months, I haven’t actually seen 
my name in a whole lot of places 
mainly because I’ve never writ¬ 
ten out any of those press re¬ 
leases saying, “Hey! Pat Nor¬ 
man just did this tremendous 
thing in Denver (the recent 
AIDS conference) or I just 
created this thing in Arizona” — 
I do go outside of San Francisco 
to use my skills. I’ve been con¬ 
sultant in several different areas 
that people are not even aware 
of, mainly because I’ve never 
publicized them. 

B.A.R.: You’re a black Les¬ 
bian running for a city-wide of¬ 
fice. Obviously, you’re going to 
run into the problem of some in 
the Gay community who won’t 
support you because you’re 
black, and some in the black 
community who won’t support 
you because you’re a Lesbian. 
How will you come to grips with 
this twin evil of racism and 


homophobia in the course of 
your campaign? 

Norman: I’ve been dealing 
with that all my life. It’s not an 
unusual situation for me to find 
myself in. I’m not going to 
change either fact about my life, 
and people do have to recognize 
that. I’m going to deal with it in 
the most straightforward man¬ 
ner as I can. It’s not something 
that I want to make a campaign 
issue out of; there are issues that 
need to be dealt with on a city¬ 
wide basis that affects San Fran¬ 
ciscans. It would be unfortunate 
if people judge me because of my 
sexual orientation or my ethnic 
background, and I don’t doubt 
that some will. But I hope that 
there will be far more people 
than those few who would take 
that into consideration, and the 
people would look more at my 
qualifications, and not trumped- 
up ideas about who I am, or who 
others perceive me as. 

I think that basically, if 
people began to look at what I 
have been able to accomplish in 
the last 12 years just here in San 
Francisco, then if they were 
honest, with themselves, there is 
no way in hell they could say that 
I was not a very qualified can¬ 
didate. That’s how I’m going to 
present myself to the voters: 
“These are my qualifications 


complished.” and it is up to the 
people to make the decision 
about whom they are going to 
support because of those quali¬ 
fications. 

B.A.R.: Have you received 
any support from those Super¬ 
visors who are not up for re- 
election next year? 

Norman: I haven’t asked for 
their support at this time. I will 
later — it’s difficult for someone 
to endorse anybody a year and 
a half ahead of the election. I 
have more been doing ground¬ 


work: building networks and ex¬ 
panding my campaign. I have, 
however, spoken to most of the 
Supervisors, and I must say to 
you that I have gotten very good 
reviews. In fact, just about 
everyone whom I have spoken to, 
whether they were running with 
me or not, have all said that I 
would make an excellent 
Supervisor. 

The question again is know¬ 
ing my politics, which has more 
or less been non traditional elec¬ 
toral politics . . . three of the 
Supervisors have said to me, 
“See what it’s going to do to you 
personally.” And I think that it 
is a challenge, of how it is that 
one is able to work within a 
system that is — well. . . It’s a 
heavy system, where heavy 
games are played, and how 
would one be able to do the best 
job, keeping one’s own integrity* 
and keeping one’s value system 
intact. 


B.A.R: At the moment, the 
only other person who has filed 
a letter of intent to run for the 
board and who is a non incum¬ 
bent is Dave Wharton. And 
since both you and Wharton are 
Gay, some have raised the ques¬ 
tion that your candidacies are 
aimed at unseating Harry Britt. 
Do you see your candidacy as 
running against Harry Britt? 

Norman: I certainly don’t. 
First of all, Harry has been re¬ 
elected once before (in 1980). 
Usually, incumbents in San 
Francisco do not have a difficult 
time getting re-elected. I see my 
candidacy as weeking an addi¬ 
tional (Gay) seat on the board, 
and having nothing whatsoever 
to do with threatening or in com¬ 
petition with Harry Britt. I just 
don’t see it that way, and when 
I spoke with him (Britt) last 
April, that did not come up as 
an issue. Basically, what he was 
saying and what I was saying is 
that it was time — at least as far * 
as I was concerned — for (the 
Gay community) to have more 
representation on the board. 
After all, we are at least 25 per¬ 
cent of the population of San 
Francisco. 

Also, this is not, for me, an 
election of sexual orientation. 
This is something that I feel like 

1) I have the expertise in several 
different areas that I would be 
able to bring to the Board of 
Supervisors — something that 
has not been there before. And 

2) my perspective of working 
within the women’s community, 
the ethnic mmorities communi¬ 
ty, and witfim other communi¬ 
ties in the kind of way that I have 
brings another kind of perspec¬ 
tive that I think should be look¬ 
ed at . . . If I become a Super¬ 
visor, I will not limit myself to 
any one group over another. I 
have to deal with people as San 
Franciscans, first and foremost. 
Because remember, there are no 
more district elections. I must 
run a city-wide campaign, and 
I cannot run with a narrow base. 

I don’t see me running only as 
a Lesbian. I am running as a 
citizen who is interested in every 
aspect of the City and County of 


San Francisco. The Gay com¬ 
munity needs to recognize that 
we can’t look at one person to 
represent any particular com¬ 
munity. That’s unfair. I want to 
make one point very clear. I cer¬ 
tainly want support from the 
Lesbian, Gay and women’s com¬ 
munities, but also have support 
from the straight community, 
the Black community, the 
Latino community, and Asian 
community and the other com¬ 
munities that make up this City. 
★ ★ ★

Gays Age 
Gracefully Says 
Midwest Study 

The first major study of aging 
Gay men suggests the aging pro¬ 
cess may be easier on male 
homosexuals than their 
heterosexual counterparts, ac¬ 
cording to The Gay News- 
Telegraph of St. Louis. 

The study, by Raymond M. 
Berger, an assistant professor of 
Social Work and the University 
of Illinois, debunks the myths 
that Gay men become increas¬ 
ingly isolated and lonely as they 
grow older; that they become 
sexually aggressive, especially 
towards young men; that they 
are asexual; that they hide their 
homosexuality at all costs; or 
that the “horror” of aging strikes 
earlier for Gay men than hetero¬ 
sexual men. 

The study, published by the 
University of Illinois Press under 
the title Gay and Gray: The 
Older Homosexual Man, finds 


that most older gay men live 
with a lover, a roommate or 
family members; that few are 
socially isolated; that they are 
more widely known to others as 
Gay and less worried about be¬ 
ing exposed than younger Gay 
men and that the majority con¬ 
tinue to lead active sex lives, 
primarily with age peers, and 
reported high levels of sexual 
satisfaction. 

The study, based on the ques¬ 
tionnaire responses of 112 Gay 
men over 40, also concludes that 
since, unlike their heterosexual 
counterparts, most gay men 
learn independence skills early 
in life and have an enhanced 
capacity for male-female role 
flexibility that makes them less 
likely to be dependent on a 
“wife” or “husband.” They are 
better prepared to survive the 
loss of a partner. In addition, 
having accepted an identiy 
which is believed to be “unman¬ 
ly,; Gay men are less likely to be 
traumatized by the loss of virili¬ 
ty that can accompany old age.

Tourists Drop 
Haiti by 80% 

The Haitian government has 
launched a campaign against 
Gays with the arrest of over 70 
men in the capital city of Port- 
au-Prince, according to the Gay 
News of Philadelphia. 

The arrests, which were made 
over a period of three days last 
month, were stopped when 
government officials became im¬ 
plicated, primarily through the 


“cooperation” of the arrested 
men. 

The anti-Gay campaign is 
said to be the government’s 
response to the AIDS crisis, 
which has diminished the tourist 
trade in Haiti by as much as 
80%. 

Although Haitians have been 
singled out as a high risk group 
in developing the immune defi¬ 
ciency, only 157 cases out of a 
population of six million have 
been reported. ■

Scare 

Preventions 
from AIDS 

West Virginia State police 
have been issued special masks 
to use for mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation to prevent officers 
and emergency personnel from 
being “contaminated by the 
mysterious and deadly disease 
called AIDS,” according to Out, 
a monthly Gay publication in 
Pittsburgh. 

The devices, which cost $59 
each, consist of a tube to be held 
in the officer’s mouth that is con¬ 
nected to a face mask on the in¬ 
jured person, with a filter posi¬ 
tioned in between to prevent 


saliva and germs from being ex¬ 
changed. 

Meanwhile, in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, a municipal swim¬ 
ming pool was drained and 
disinfected after the Okla¬ 
homans for Human Rights, a 
local Gay rights group, rented it 
for a private party, according to 
The Gay Community News of 
Boston. 

The pool was drained to allay 
resident’s fears of contracting 
AIDS after the Tulsa Recreation 
Department received two tele¬ 
phone calls from worried citi¬ 
zens. City officials admit they 
may have overreacted, and one 
called the operation a “public 
relations gesture.” 

The Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol are carefully watching health 
care workers because of the 
spread of AIDS to four hospital 
workers last month who are not 
known to belong to any of the 
groups at high risk of developing 
the immune deficiency, accord¬ 
ing to the Gay News of 
Philadelphia. 

Although “the accuracy of 
data concerning sexual activity 
and IV drug use cannot be veri¬ 
fied,” about the health care 
workers with AIDS, according 
to a CDC report, researchers are 
watching other workers in several 
hospitals who have been expos¬ 
ed to the blood of people with 
AIDS. ■ 


Govt . Spying 
on Gays 

A former Texas Tech political 
science lecturer has filed suit 
against the federal government 
because his access to FBI docu¬ 
ments on the surveillance of 13 
gay organizations from the 
1950’s to the present has been 
denied, according to the Mon¬ 
trose Voice of Houston. 

Dan Siminoski requested the 
documents under the Freedom 
of Information Act for his forth¬ 
coming book, Spies in the 
Closets: Federal Surveillance of 
the Gay Rights Movement from 
1950-1982, but was told that 
much of the information would 
“endanger national security” if 
it were released and that the 
public served by release of the 
material was “so small” that it 
was not worthwhile to release it. 
An accompanying fee waiver re¬ 
quest for the cost of copying the 
material was also denied. The 
anticipated cost for reproduction 
of all releaseable items is in ex¬ 
cess of $165. 

“The interest of the federal 
government in our organization 
and leaders was intense and con¬ 
sistent throughout this period. It 
is probably that the records I am 
seeking amount to one of the 
largest surveillance records of 
any political movement in this 
country,” said Siminoski. “We 
are totally prepared to appeal to 
the Supreme Court, and we 
won’t lose at the federal level. I 
know the law, and I know the 
quality of this case.” 

Siminoski is soliciting in¬ 
dividual support for his cause, 
the cost of which will probably 
be in excess of $20,000. For more

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Indiana Slayings 

Although an Indianapolis 
police task force has been the 
target of anger and charges of 
ignorance of Gays when the 
murders of eight homosexual 
men went unsolved in that city, 
it has been credited with the 
speedy action it took in the case 
of a ninth murder victim last 
month, according to The Gay 
News-Telegraph of St. Louis. 

The task force was formed in 
response to growing concern over 
the murders of eight men with 
known ties to the local homosex¬ 
ual community, four of whom 
were murdered within the last 
six months, and many similari¬ 
ties have been noticed in the 
murders. Seven bodies were 
found in fields and ditches of 
outlying central Indiana coun¬ 
ties, most with articles of 
clothing missing, although no 
indication of a struggle were 
found. Although victims varied 
in age from 14 to 42, most were 
in their early 20’s, white and sex¬ 
ually active; seven of the murder 
victims were known as down¬ 
town “hustlers.” 

In the case of the ninth 
murder victim, Thomas 
Heaston Ferree, possible 
suspects were identified within 
eleven hours of the body’s 
discovery, and two suspects have 
been arrested and charged with 
the murder. ■

“The deeper Gay Christians get into theology,” Jeffrey Vowles asserts, “the deeper they get 
into trying to make an adjustment. They begin to see how futile their attempts to adjust are. 
The truth is that the church ceases to be the church if it seeks to accommodate people.” Vowles 
is the National President of the growing Gay Atheist League of America (GALA). 

Gay Catholics (Dignity), Episcopalians (Integrity), Mormons, Methodists, and Jews receive 
some support from their larger congregation and continue to attempt to make gains. Metropolitan 
Community Church has developed a Gay congregation and seeks recognition by larger Protes¬ 
tant church councils.

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GALA’s position is that “reli¬ 
gion is not the solution, it is the 
problem.” It is understandable, 
Vowles explained on a recent San 
Francisco visit, “that many Gay 
people want to continue their 
former religious experience — 
within a Gay context. It is diffi¬ 
cult for some to break with 
earlier history and family ties 
related to religion.” He also 
recognizes that most people seek 
a system of values based upon a 
belief in a God in order to find 
meaning to life. 

The problem for Gay people, 
Vowles believes, is that the 
church sets moral standards that 
conflict with the Gay lifestyle: 
“The church must defend its 
authority as the ultimate allo¬ 
cator of morals and determine 


what is right and wrong. The 
church would be denouncing its 
authority if it recognizes what is 
increasingly popular — such as 
the acceptance of Gay people

“believe and do not question. 
They give up .so much. They 
blunt their understanding and 
shut off their intelligence. 
Religion calls for faith and belief 
in the unknown. It stops the 
quest.” 

Would the atheist leader com¬ 
ment on MCC and the Gay 
groups within the major faiths? 
No, he would not. He said. “We 
do not discuss it. We try to ad¬ 
dress the whole theological prob¬ 
lem — not pick on Gay churches 
or other groups.” 

While other groups have their 
problems adjusting to the major 
faiths. GALA has its own inter¬ 
nal problems. This summer, 
Vowles addressed the parent na¬ 
tional atheist body here as a Gay 
person: however, he spoke on nu¬ 
clear warfare. He admits, “They 
were ready to hear about the end 
of the world but not about Gay 
rights.” Locally, GALA Presi¬ 
dent Phil Mass was pleased 
when the local “straight” atheist 
group sent a speaker to a GALA 
club meeting — but GALA was 
not asked to exchange with a 
speaker of its own. 

Madalyn Murray O'Hair, the 
founder of American Atheists, 
has only recently come to accept 
the 300-member GALA organ¬ 
ization. She now recognizes the 
5-year-old group and recently 
met with some of its local offi¬ 
cers (including Mass and 
founder Tom Rolfson). 

ATHEISM AND THE LAW 

Vowles recognizes that athe¬ 
ism is a negative position but 
urges that “law is our religion.” 
He savs there is “considerable in¬

mard, a.k.a. Assata Shakur, an 
activist who has been sought by 
the FBI since her escape from a 
New Jersey prison in 1979. The 
agent then asked to see the 
woman’s shoulder so he could 
check for additional identifying 
scars, although the only re¬ 
semblance between the two 
women besides scars on their 
knees, is that they are both 
black. When the woman re¬ 
sisted, the agent threatened to 
arrest her. After the woman had 
bared her shoulder to the agent, 
which had no scars, the agent 
was reported to have said, 
“There. That wasn’t so hard.” 

Although there is no legal re¬ 
quirement to talk to the FBI, it 
is illegal to lie to it. ■ 


spiration to be found in reading 
about the justification of legal 
justice — secular justice.” The 
atheist urges that there is a value 
system based on law that is more 
valid than a religious value 
system: “You do not need an 
abstract morality. We are all the 
same under secular law. You can 
define your life if you resolve not 
to hurt others.” 

GALA has chapters in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, and 
New York — plus interest groups 
elsewhere. The group is slow in 
expanding. “Many Gay people 
fear losing an interest in reli¬ 
gion,” Vowles emphasizes, “if 
they become atheists. Atheism is 
actually a great place to begin a 
wonderful study of religion. We 
seek to know more about religion 
— how it influences people’s 
lives. We are natural theo¬ 
logians." 

The local GALA group has 
monthly meetings at Valencia 
Rose and has a popular 24-hour 
telephone tape message 
(431-XGOD). There is a na-

Will the Christian church 
change? “I do not see any 
change coming — even if there 
is an increased tolerance of sex¬ 
ual practices by the general 
public.” 

What about national legisla¬ 
tion? “The Reagan administra¬ 
tion believes some laws should be 
based on religious conclusions. 
Hopefully, this will have a 
counter reaction — a more mili¬ 
tant atheism . . .

It is an over-simplification 
and “cheap shot ” Vowles con¬ 
cludes, to place the blame for the 
persecution on the church alone. 
He believes the major cause of 
this persecution comes from men 
who believe they must degrade 
women and Gay men in order to 
retain power. ■

Part V: A New Man

W hat happened, actually, was everything. A man I interviewed that afternoon offered me 
his place, and that is where I spent the holiday weekend. That is where many people spent 
the holiday weekend, all of whom seemed to have enriching but profitless sidelines. There 
was a woman who sold natural vegetable vitamins and also sold cocaine, and there was a man 
v\ho designed clothes and also sold cocaine, and there was a threesome who seemed only to 
sell cocaine. And then there were a good many more: an advertising agent and his fiancee, a 
disc jockey, an employee relations consultant, her lover, a bartender, a sound technician, a bar- 
hack, two men on their honeymoon, and two or three others not of drinking age. Naturally, all 
these people had Iriends, so there were very many visitors. Someone would come by to borrow 
ice and stay to play Hearts until six in the morning; someone would come by to find someone 
to go dancing or find a joint or find out the real reason an invitation was declined. Often it was 
remarked, “This house is crazy,” but the remark always passed unnoticed, for crazy had become 
an alien concept. 

That first night I did not get 
out of the house to report on the 
disco at The Woods. Nor did I 
get to The Woods the second 
night. Part of the time the disc 
jockey and I lay on the couch like 
bookends and made sarcastic re¬ 
marks to the television. Part of 
the time the designer explained 
the psychology of curves to me 
and the advertising agent told 
me why L.A. is fun. But most of 
the time I snorted cocaine and 
played Hearts and forgot my 
assignment. 

It seems to me a good thing I 
forgot my assignment. It re¬ 
leased me from my reporter’s 
role so I could improvise and be¬ 
have however the hour demand¬ 
ed. I fell into peculiar rhythms 
in that house on the River, and 
so did everyone else. Almost at 
once we were not an accidental 
and disparate assemblage; we 
were a reunion of friends. There 
is a lesson here, the one I learn¬ 
ed because my typewriter broke, 
but perhaps you will see it bet¬ 
ter if I tell what happened when 
I eventually did leave the house. 


It was three-thirty Sunday 
morning, and I left because the 
sound technician and the bar- 
back and I needed cigarettes, 
and because Drums, the place to 
get them, closes at four. I need¬ 
ed 15 quarters for the machine 
but the bar had only eight so I 
had to work the crowd, which is 
what invited these compliments: 
“You have a great body,” “Your 
stomach is perfect,” and “You 
dance well.” Of course I was ful¬ 
ly clothed and hadn’t danced at 
all, so the flattery was not to me, 
actually, but to the disc jockey 
(the same one with whom I had 
lain on the couch), a fellow so 
skilled he produces halluci¬ 
nation. 

The men that had the quar¬ 
ters were three San Franciscan 
housemates from the Financial 
District, and they were dis¬ 
appointed the bar had closed be¬ 
cause our transaction seemed to 


warrant a round of schnapps. 
One suggested we wait until the 
Rainbow Cattle Company open¬ 
ed at six, and another suggested 
we occupy ourselves in the mean¬ 
time at the Triple R hottub. I 
proposed we meet at noon and 
go to Goat Rock Park, but I did 
not keep the engagement be¬ 
cause when I returned to the 
house the designer and I ate 
quaaludes and slept until three 
in the afternoon. 

The lesson here is I forgot I 
was living a real life. Everyone 
else forgot about real life as well, 
so we were all friendlier. Strang¬ 
ers said I dance well, strangers 
offered to buy me schnapps, 
strangers forgot to convey what 
is commonly called attitude. I 
myself was even willing to com¬ 
mit an afternoon to three men I 
had scarcely met, three men, 
moreover, from the Financial 
District, a type I uniformly dis¬ 
like. But I forgot to act morally 
superior to the three housemates 
at Drums, and I did not enforce 
the distinction between them 
and me, as I customarily do in 


San Francisco. I would like to tell 
you I did not enforce the distinc¬ 
tion because it was inapplicable, 
but the real reason is I forgot. I 
forgot myself and forgot all the 
character assumptions by which 
I negotiate strangers. It all broke 
w hen my typewriter did, and the 
only assumption I then made 
everyone seemed to share, that 
we are all in on this weekend 
together. 

Of course I did not perceive 
this at the time. I certainly did 
not perceive it when I awoke 
Sunday in the hot afternoon. Ac¬ 
tually, I felt a bit sluggish, but 
the threesome and I did some 
toot (you see, I even learned new 
diction) and we played in the 
River and then I felt better. And 
then I had my fortune told. 

Madam Lisa lives where she 
works, which is in a streetside 
bungalow with sliding glass 
doors. Her yellow plastic sign — 
PALM AND CARD READ¬ 
ING — I had seen days before 
(when I was noting that Ham-

burger King across the street 
sells hamburgers for 35 cents) 
but I had been indifferent. Now 
I wanted Madam Lisa to show 
the gift she claimed and tell me 
who I am and what I will do. 
The person she told me I was is 
the person I have told you, 
“bookish, serious, inclined to 
the future.” But Madam Lisa 
also told me I had lived in Asia, 
which is true, and that I will 
return to Asia and in fact live 
there half my life. I took this 
nonchalantly, I remember, be¬ 
cause you see I was not at that 
time inclined to the future, and 
Asia seemed no less plausible 
and agreeable than any place 
else. Only when Madam Lisa 
said, “A major career opportu¬ 
nity will draw you to the East 
Coast by Christmas,” did I start. 
Career, she had mentioned the 
banished word, and it electrified 
me to remember that I was on 
assignment. 

I did my best to act reporter- 
ly in what time remained. I went 
to the Highlands where I was 
told many things, including that 
the hottub “gets active at night.” 
I made a point to see the fire¬ 
works from Fife’s, where a man 
yelled. “Harder, faster” but that 
was all there was to that. And I 
at last got to the disco at The 
Woods. The party that night was 
impassioned and I forgot once 
again that I was supposed to be 
reporting. I tried to estimate the 
scene for the first minute or two, 
but then I got hugely drunk on 
Johnnie Walker and laughed 
and danced and wound up los¬ 
ing my sweatshirt and taking a 
stranger to the Highlands hottub 
at dawn. 


T hat is what it was all about, 
wasn’t it? Losing it? We go 
to resorts to lose the city, or 
wherever it is we conduct real 
life. My story (I’ve just reread it) 
sounds a bit excessive, so let me 
assure you right now it is perfect¬ 
ly true. We go to places like 
Guerneville to become one 
thing, temporary exiles in a hap¬ 
pier land, and that is what I was, 
breaking all the rules I abide in 


the city in order to live. 

Now when that week on the 
River comes back to me a spurt 
of adrenaline courses my veins, 
but it does not paralyze me as it 
did that tormented nineteen- 
year-old with the sleepless 
nights, a fellow I hope I’ve lost 
for good. Someone else wrote, / 
lost the conviction that lights 
will always turn green for me, 
but what I lost at the River, what 
that week ended, is the convic¬ 
tion that lights are necessarily 
red. I did not call my friends 
when I returned to the city, and 
I did not report to the office. I 
did not want to re-enter my city 
orbit and recommence my 
humorless whirling. 

I am only saying that I like 
living in the present more than 
I expected, and I cannot yet live 
in the city that way. I was only 
back a few days before I felt my 


nerves constrict. I remember the 
moment. I was on 24th Street 
and it was a Friday at five o’clock 
on a hot June day. I was walk¬ 
ing past Maggie’s, which was ex¬ 
pecting a big dinner crowd and 
had crammed the patio with 
tables and chairs. Awaiting the 
crowd were two Gay men, em¬ 
ployees, talking and staring at 
me. I wanted to utter some after¬ 
noon pleasantry, but the way 
they were staring caused some 
foreboding gorge to rise in my 
throat. I passed in silence, and 
the two then broke into that 
hurtful laughter we all know too 
well. I suppose the men are ac¬ 
tually nice enough, within their 
sphere of friends, but of course 
I do not know. I do know I am 
going back to the River. I want 
to learn to lose the city for good.

been involved in employee re¬ 
quests for unionization recently. 
Casa Loma Hotel is somewhat 
unique because 1) it is not in the 
Castro area; 2) the owner is Gay 
himself; 3) the business is a 
hotel, not a restaurant; and 4) 
there are no federal protections 
under the National Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board. 

Gary Guthman, a non-Gay 
Local 2 organizer, explains that 
NLRB is involved in protecting 
workers’ rights to organize IF 
the business does $500,000 busi¬ 
ness per year. He explained that 
the economic power of those 
picketing at the hotel is the way 
that the workers can possibly 
force management to sign a con¬ 
tract with Local 2. 

“We pay low wages, so we 
have quite a turnover of person¬ 
nel,” Rodney Fye told this 
reporter. The candid Western 
Addition real estate investor said 
most of his employees are paid 
the minimum wage required by 
law, $3.35 per hour. In addition, 
some employees get a “gratuity” 
bonus. He says most employees 
who get the bonus receive an 
average of $4.76 an hour. Bar¬ 
tenders in the Casa Loma’s bar 
receive approximately $4 an 
hour. 

Fye added the “gratuity” 
bonus in December. A flat 15% 
service charge was added to a 
hotel resident’s bill and then 
divided among those employees 
with two months seniority. The 
owner says he will now end the 
charge to residents and pay the 
gratuity “out of my own pocket.” 


Currently, most employees are 
new, as there have been resigna¬ 
tions and dismissals; hence they 
will not get the bonus for several 
weeks. 

Hatfield and ten former and 
current employees picketed the 
hotel last Sunday and a skeleton 
group of pickets have been at the 
hotel in the afternoons. Hatfield 
tried to attract as much media 
attention as he could. They have 
asked management for job secu¬ 
rity, higher wages, overtime pay, 
vacations with pay, sick leave, 
additional pay for working the 
night shift, and reinstatement of 
those who “were unjustly dis¬ 
charged.” 

Fye says he is willing to meet 
with employees and discuss what 
their grievances are. He insists 
that he is willing to try and meet 
some of the demands and nego¬ 
tiate other demands. Fye said 
that he has had nine meetings 
with employees in recent months 
to discuss their concerns and 
that only after the walkout did 
he hear about the grievances. He 
has also hired Gay attorney Paul 
Melbostad. 

One of the problems for Fye 
and the pickets at the Casa 
Loma Hotel is that because of 
the large turnover of employees 
it is difficult to determine who is 
and is not an employee or former 
employee. Fye does most of his 
hiring through the Gay Pride 
Foundation employment service. 
His employees are usually in 
their 20’s with no skills. Some 
resign for personal reasons or the 
low wages or the unusual hotel 
work shifts. Others are fired for 


absenteeism or a variety of other 
reasons. There is no legal griev¬ 
ance procedure as there would be 
with a union, so it is difficult to 
determine who was “legitimate¬ 
ly” fired or who resigned under 
possible unfair labor conditions. 
Hatfield complains that some 
people were fired for helping to 
oiganize workers; Fye denies this 
emphatically and adds that 
some of the known pro-union ac¬ 
tivists are still working in the 
hotel. 

The major factor that appears 
to have riled many of the hotel 
workers into talking unioniza¬ 
tion was an action by Fye in July. 
Although workers had been 
receiving the bonus “gratuity” 
income since December, the 
June accumulated amount was 
not distributed. Fye said it was 
held back because he needed the 
amount to satisfy $1,200 in un¬ 
paid advances to some em¬ 
ployees. 

Fye ftputedly is a financially 
comfortable investor who is in¬ 
volved in a community safety 
program in San Mateo but is not 
involved in local Gay community 
activities. The owner of his hotel 
bar, George Ball, is a SF Tavern 
Guild member. Fye has other 
local properties and is currently 
managing the hotel himself. 

The historic Casa Loma Hotel 
was condemned property in 1977 
when Fye took it over. He spent 
$100,000 remodeling the 
36-room Victorian hotel and an 
additional $25,000 on 12 rooms 
damaged by an arsonist in 1980. 
Fye says his aim is to make the 
hotel financially successful so he 
can sell it and recoup his invest¬ 
ment plus show a profit. ■

$1,000 fine. • The California 
Libertarian Party, with roughly 
73,000 registered members, offi¬ 
cially endorsed the Sebastiani re¬ 
apportionment initiative.

Luther King 20th Anniversary 
March and speeches on cable 
television Saturday and heard 
only one speaker, Audrey Lorde, 
representing the National Coali¬ 
tion of Black Lesbians and Gay 
Men, speak of Gay rights (see 
story th is issue).

The negative signals from the 
Gay community had been long 
loud and clear. The LA Edge, a 
new bi-weekly Gay paper 
headlined, “Bowling for Dollars 
with AIDS.” Inside publisher 
Stephen Downard said “we must 
insist upon accountability from 
all those who seek to collect 
money in the name of wiping out 
this dread disease. Let the donor 
or the ticket buyer beware.” “As 
it stands,” Downard said, “the 
Hollywood Bowl night is whol¬ 
ly the creation and responsibili¬ 
ty of Mr. Sheehan and his hand 
picked board.” 

Ervin Munro, Acting Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of AIDS Pro¬ 
ject/LA said that his organiza¬ 
tion did not participate because 
“Sheehan would not provide suf¬ 
ficient answers.” Munro said 
that there was a question as to 
the legal sponsor. There was no 
definitive answers as to where 
research money would go and he 
also questioned how the name of 
AIDS Project/LA would be 
used in the promotion. 

Suggestions were made that 
the event be moved to a smaller 
theatre when success at the bowl 
became questionable. At a meet¬ 
ing Dick Sheehan dismissed the 
idea by stating, “You guys in¬ 
vented AIDS a year ago; I have 
had more than 25 years experi- 
ence at putting on shows.”

The event was planned to 
target and satisfy the entertain¬ 
ment industry and Sheehan ap¬ 
peared to make every move with 
the intent of alienating the Gay 
community. Advertising was 
placed in trade papers, Variety 
and the Hollywood Reporter, 
but no advertising was placed in 
the several southern California 
Gay publications. 

Gay bars throughout southern 
California refused to display 
advertising material publicizing 
the event. Bartenders at the 
Long Horn, a valley Lesbian bar 
dumped a stack of flyers almost 
the moment they arrived. An at¬ 
tempt to distribute free tickets at 
Greg’s Blue Dot in West Holly¬ 
wood the day of the show was 
squashed. Bartenders at 
Numbers on Sunset Blvd. were 
unaware of the show. Christine 
Jorgenson was hissed by a Gay 
audience at the Frog Pond when 
she announced she was planning 
to appear at the Hollywood 
Bowl. 

The Gay papers did not pro¬ 
mote the event. Jerry Hyde,

publisher of Frontiers, said he 
was “unclear where the money 
was to go” and was convinced 
the event was not targeted to the 
Gay Community. “As far as I am 
concerned,” he said, “it was a 
big zero.” 

The actual show at the 
Hollywood Bowl made it 
through the evening without 
once mentioning the word 
“Gay.” Several perceived Gay 
performers were on the bill but 


no openly Gay person, except 
promoter Dick Sheehan, step¬ 
ped foot on the stage. “The 
reason,” stated publicist Dick 
Mclnnes after the show, “is that 
AIDS is not a Gay issue, it is a 
public health issue.” Or more 
simply stated by one Hollywood 
Gay, “stars don’t want to be 
associated with faggots, but will 
allow themselves to be associated 
with a disease.” 

Off stage the stars seemed to 
sense they were being used. Deb¬ 
bie Reynolds had no comment to 
make about the event. Florence 
Henderson chose not to pose for 
photographers. At the stage en¬ 
trance there was a box jammed 
with unclaimed passes for the 
likes of Sugar Ray Robinson, 
Alan Hale, Carrie Fisher, and 
others. 

On stage the stars were 
superbly professional as they 
performed to the 15,000 empty 
seats. Those performing includ¬ 
ed Irene Cara, Johnnie Ray, 
Way land Flowers, Mary Wilson, 
Florence Henderson, Linda 
Hopkins, Morgana King, Bar¬ 


bara McNair, George Kirby, 
Rose Marie, Barbara Eden, 
Richard Deacon, Roslyn Kind. 
Isabel Sanford and mc’s Debbie 
Reynolds and Rip Taylor. 

Before it was over, Sheehan 
managed to anger several stars 
and their agents by cancelling 
the finale. Two hundred and two 
stars were to appear on stage. It 
is doubtful if more than thirty of 
those in the bowl could be classi¬ 
fied as “stars.” As a result, only 
about a dozen personalities went 
on stage. Press agents were 
screaming backstage because 
their clients, some of whom had 
paid as much as $250 per seat, 
were not allowed to be acknowl¬ 
edged on the Hollywood Bowl 
stage. 

Cable News Network ran a 
story highlighting the failure of 
the controversial event. Enter¬ 
tainment Tonight said they 
declined to cover the show. They 
said they had covered the San 
Francisco event and found the 
producer rude and uncoopera¬ 
tive. ®

Hooks; Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference presi¬ 
dent Rev. Joseph Lowery; Na¬ 
tional Organization for Women 
president Judy Goldsmith and 
Fauntroy — engaged in 
sometimes-heated negotiations 
in a telephone conference call 
with Gil Gerald, president of the 
National Coalition of Black 
Gays, and Virginia Apuzzo, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the National 
Gay Task Force. 

In addition, two nights earlier, 
Mrs. King spoke by transcon¬ 
tinental telephone with NCBG 
founder A. Billy S. Jones, who 
is also co-chair of Bay Area 
Black Lesbians and Gays and 
national co-chair of Black and 
White Men Together. 

“We pressed the five co-chairs 
to include a Gay speaker at the 
march, shift the Lesbian/Gay 
contingent in the march from the 
very end to near the middle of 
the march, and for the coalition’s 
endorsement of the federal Gay 
Rights Bill,” Gerald, a veteran 
of the 1965 march on Montgom¬ 
ery, Alabama, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“They agreed on the first two 
points, but said that they would 
not push for the march to en¬ 
dorse the Gay Rights Bill. In 
terms of time and logistics, it 
would have been impossible to 
do so,” he said. 

The Rev. Cecil Williams, the 
charismatic black pastor of 
Glide Memorial Methodist 
Church in San Francisco, 
reportedly also had a hand in 
forging the compromise. 
Repeated attempts by the Bay 
Area Reporter to reach Williams 
at his Washington hotel were un¬ 
successful. Nearly one-third of 
Glide’s multi-ethnic congrega¬ 
tion is Gay. 

Fauntroy and several ministers 
and deacons of black churches 
were reported by The Washing¬ 
ton Blade as being uncomfor¬ 
table with the proposal that 
Gays become active in the 
march. 

Phillip Pannell, a Black Gay 
member of the D.C. Human 
Rights Commission, said that he 
had encountered problems with 
the Rev. Ernest Gibson, pastor 
of the First Rising Mount Zion 
Baptist Church in Washington. 

Pannell said he attended a 
meeting of the march organizing 
committee -at the church a week 
before the march and persuad¬ 
ed 70 attendees to issue to Gib¬ 
son a resolution calling upon 
him to lobby the national march 
leaders to allow a Gay speaker to 
address the march rally. 

Gibson, who is also president 
of the D.C. Council of Churches, 
did not bring up the request to 


the national leaders when they 
held a meeting a week before the 
march, according to Pannell. 
Gibson could not be reached for 
comment. 

Fauntroy’s role in banning 
Gay speakers from the rally 
proved to be highly controversial, 
as he is one of the 65 co-sponsors 
in Congress of the national Gay 
Rights Bill. He was widely re¬ 
ported as having made an off- 
the-cuff remark at a march 
organizing meeting last April 
comparing Gay Rights with 
“Penguin Rights.” Michelle 
Guimarin, a Lesbian activist 
and member of a Washington- 
based anti-nuclear group, at¬ 
tended the meeting and said that 
Fauntroy made the remark “im¬ 
mediately” after she proposed 
that the NGTF be selected for a 
seat on the steering committee of 
the coalition. 


Fauntroy hotly denied the 
allegation, telling the Blade on 
Thursday and again to reporters 
at a press conference on Friday 
that it was “patently untrue,” 
and reaffirmed his support of the 
Gay Rights Bill. 

Guimarin, however, is sticking 
to her guns. “I was there, and I 
heard him say it with my own 
ears. I know he said it. I’m not 
deaf,” she insisted. 

Moreover, Fauntroy told 
Cable News Network the 
previous Tuesday that although 
Gays were welcome to partici¬ 
pate in the march itself, “There 
are those who are concerned that 
support of the rights of people 
who happen to be Gay as a mat¬ 
ter of civil rights might be con¬ 
fused with the advocacy of the 
Gay way of life. And on that, 
there is division within the 
coalition.” 

Fauntroy’s remarks were 
blasted by Gerald, who told 
CNN, “I’m just wontiering 
whether or not Rev. Fauntroy (he 
is a Baptist minister) under¬ 


stands what a coalition is all 
about, and what the issue of civil 
rights is all about.” 

Yet at the Friday press con¬ 
ference announcing the compro¬ 
mise, Fauntroy appeared to con¬ 
tradict himself, saying, “The 
black civil rights and women’s 
rights groups have come together 
to affirm what we’ve always held 

— our commitment to protect 
the rights of all citizens, in¬ 
cluding, of course, Gay and Les¬ 
bian citizens/’Fauntroy was im¬ 
mediately challenged by the 
reporters present to explain how 
he can reconcile the statements 
he just made with the earlier 
comments he made to CNN and 
his alleged “Penguin’s Rights” 
remarks. 

Four Gay activists Thursday 
staged a sit-in at Fauntroy’s- 
Capitol Hill office, protesting the 
ban on Gay speakers and were 
arrested after refusing to leave at 
the 7:00 pm closing time. 

Of the four, three were black 

— Mel Boozer, former D.C. 
director of NGTF; Ray Melrose, 
co-chair of the D.C. chapter of 
BWMT; and Pannell. The lone 
white was Melrose’s lover, Gary 
Walker, another Montgomery 
march veteran. The four were 
charged by Capitol Hill police 
with unlawful trespass, only to 
have the charges dropped the 
next day. 

Melrose told the Bay Area 
Reporter that in addition to the 
Gay speaker, he and the others 
pressed for an addition to the 
legislative action agenda of the 
march “to include a call for the 
passage of the Gay Rights Bill 
now in Congress.” 

Fauntroy, in addition to his co¬ 
sponsorship of the Gay Rights 
Bill, is also a co-sponsor of a bill 
to prohibit the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service from 
preventing foreign Gays from 
visiting or immigrating to the 
United States. 

The controversy led to a 
massive letter-writing campaign 
by The Universal Fellowship 
of Metropolitan Community 
Churches (which has an all¬ 


black congregation in New 
York’s Harlem); Faith Temple, 
a local independent black Gay 
church; the Gay Rights National 
Lobby; International Associ¬ 
ation of BWMT; and the Hu¬ 
man Rights Campaign Fund; as 
well as NCBG. 

Underscoring the dispute, ac¬ 
cording to Gerald, is a long¬ 
standing perception by the 
general public of the Gay com¬ 
munity as being exclusively 
white male. “Our (NCBG’s) ef¬ 
forts to secure a Gay speaker — 
and specifically a Gay person of 
color — did a great deal to shat¬ 
ter that myth,” Gerald said. 

He went on to say that the 
episode also “should send a 
message to the Gay community 
that Gay people of color will no 
longer remain invisible.” Espe¬ 
cially in the nation’s capital, 
where 80 percent of the city’s 
population is black. ■

actions of the Bay Area coalition 
and the intent of the San Fran¬ 
cisco march. 

Johnson, president of the 
Northern California Coalition of 
Black Trade Unionists, told 
reporters that the Bay Area 
coalition “is not just organized 
labor who seek only to protect 
jobs. It is not just about women’s 
rights. It is not just about Gay 
rights. Rather, it is about jobs, 
peace and freedom.” 

Johnson added that the coali¬ 
tion locally hopes “to build a 
movement uniting those forces as 
represented by peace, labor, wo¬ 
men, churches, youth, environ¬ 
mentalists and Gays to bring 
about a force for change in this 
country; a force that will re¬ 
direct this nation’s priorities 
toward jobs, peace and free¬ 
dom.” She went on-to say that 
the Chronicle cartoon caused 
concern among the Bay Area 
coalition “that that cartoon 
would be misconstrued by the 
readers of the Chronicle as a 
reflection of the thinking of the 
local group. We did not want 
anyone to feel that they could not 
be a part of what we were doing,” 
Johnson concluded. 

Supervisor Harry Britt noted 
that only hours before the press 
conference began, another news 
conference was convened in 
Washington by the DC coalition 
to announce that a compromise 
was finally reached to permit 
Audrey Lorde, a prominent 


Black Lesbian feminist, to speak 
on Gay rights at the Washington 
march. The compromise culmi¬ 
nated several weeks of dispute 
between march organizers and 
Gay rights leaders. As late as 
Wednesday afternoon Gay Black 
leaders had rejected a com¬ 
promise offered that day. They 
held out for an identified Black 
speaker. 

Asked if the two coalitions ran 
the risk of alienating fundamen¬ 
talist Black ministers by in¬ 
cluding participation by Gays in 
the marches, Rev. Amos Brown, 
pastor of Third Baptist Church, 
responded that “They (the min¬ 
isters) have not come forth with 
a public statement about it. 

“You are always going to have 
persons who have their private, 
individual concerns (about 
homosexuality), but as far as the 
convening leadership of this 
(Bay Area) organization, and 
other persons whom we relate to 
(are concerned), there is no 
problem (of alienation),” Brown 
added. 

Rev. Howard Gloyd, pastor of 
Bethel African Methodist Epis¬ 
copal Church, told reporters that 


the coalition “laid its basis 
around those issues that we can 
agree on. We don’t expect to 
agree on every single issue.” 
Gloyd continued, “But what we 
do expect is to develop a basis for 
unity out of those issues in which 
we agree.” 

Britt, asked whether he would 
yield his speech time at the San 
Francisco rally to a Gay person 
of color, responded with a terse 
“No.” Britt had been asked to do 
so by Bay Area Black Lesbians 
and Gays, who felt that because 
the general public — and es¬ 
pecially the Black community 
— perceives the Gay communi¬ 
ty as exclusively white male, it 
was imperative a Gay person of 
color speak at the rally 
commemorating the anniversary 
of a very important milestone in 
the history of the Black civil 
rights movement, according to 
BAYBLAG co-chair) A. Billy S. 
Jones. 

Jones told the Bay Area 
Reporter that supervisorial can¬ 
didate Pat Norman was asked to 
deliver the address, “but because 
of a previous commitment, she 
declined, after which we discuss¬ 
ed possibly having either (BAY¬ 
BLAG co-chair) Mary Midgett 
or myself speak at the rally.” 

Britt, however, said that Jones 
sent a telegram to Johnson “say¬ 
ing that he was happy that I and 
Priscilla (Priscilla Alexander, 
political action coordinator of 
California NOW) would be rep¬ 
resenting the Gay community.” 


“I don’t think that it (stepping 
aside) would serve the cause that 
we’re trying to serve,” Britt 
asserted. But he acknowledged 
that “it is extremely important to 
overcome the stereotype that 
there’s no such thing as a Black 
Gay person.” 

•a Gwenn Craig, former presi¬ 
dent of the Harvey Milk Gay 
Democratic Club, said that the 
march organizers received “doz¬ 
ens” of last-minute requests 
from organizations to partici¬ 
pate. “I know that when Geral¬ 
dine Johnson got her telegram, 
she asked, ‘Who is Billy Jones?’ 
They (the coalition) aren’t aware 
of many people; it’s very hard to 
say, ‘Well, I want this person to 
be on stage.’” 

Craig, who is Black, said, “If 
you’re asking for involvement, be 
involved. And quite frankly, I’ve 
had to walk into some pretty 
hostile environments sometimes, 
but that’s what you have to do — 
to walk in through the door,” but 
that organizations should not 
“wait until the last minute” to 
get involved. M

AB1 passed 
in the Assembly by one vote, and 
Agnos’ office credited our 
meeting with being instrumen¬ 
tal in getting Filante’s vote — the 
only Republican to do so. 

Congresswomen Barbara 
Boxer has offered her assistance. 
The Marin Democratic Club is 
forming a Lesbian/Gay caucus 
and is willing to push our issues. 
Yes, we can make a difference 
and the means to do so have been 
presented to us. 

The Rap group wants to con¬ 
tinue its gains in the area of 
Human Rights and is involved in 
such issues as AB1 follow-up 
(getting Senate passage and 
Governor Deukmejian’s 

signature); Lesbian/Gay 
representation on the Marin 
County Human Rights Com¬ 
mission; and having domestic 
partners legislation tailored to 
Marin County. 

The group is also working in 
the area of health and human 
services by becoming active in

Fourtune’s Good Fortune. Theatre Rhino’s summer merriment, the 
musical Fourtune, received no awards because it slips through the cracks, 
being played between two seasons. You can see it until September 24. 


A moment of impressive fact prefaced the prevailing lunacy and loving 
self-congratulations from the theatre to its artists. In the 1982-83 season, 140 
artists worked on 12 productions which were supported by 812 subscribers 
and 20,000 individual ticket buyers! The theatre gained an impressive amount 
of recognition, expessed with financial grants from The National Endowment 
for the Arts, the California Arts Commission, and the S.F. Hotel Tax Fund. 
The season also saw the theatre’s first awards from the Bay Area Critics Circle. 


Artistic Director Allan Estes 
made those announcements, ex¬ 
plained the rules “so far this 
year,” the creation of the Bette 
Rhino mascot, and introduced 
“hostette” Lea DeLaria, at 
which point levity was jettison¬

Once Again, David Bowie is (Possibly) 

Gay on Film 

I n simpler days films about cross-cultural differences took 
simplistic approaches to increase our understanding of other 
peoples. Epics such as The Sand Pebbles and The Bridge on 
the River Kwai left Westerners feeling we comprehended East¬ 
erners just a little bit more. 

Wolfgang Petersen’s Das Boot showed that the Germans were 
just like us when you squeezed them into a submarine, more con¬ 
cerned with survival than political ideology. 

None of this prepares you for Merry Christmas, Mr. Lawrence, 
Nagisa Oshima’s prisoner of war drama which, instead of 
helping us understand the Japanese captors, makes their British 
charges almost equally inscrutable. 

One of the many unusual aspects of this compelling but unsatis¬ 
fying film is the abundance of Gay content expressed and implied, 
especially when Oshima and co-writer Paul Mayersberg were work¬ 
ing from a novel, The Seed and the Sower by Sir Laurens Van der 
Post, which reportedly has no Gay elements at all. Indeed, the 
closest thing to a plot in this episodic multiple study of individual 
and national characters is the attraction of camp commandant 
Captain Yonoi (Ryuichi Sakamoto) to enigmatic Major Celliers 
(David Bowie). 


This begins with a hokey love- 
at-first-sight sequence when 
Yonoi sits in on Celliers’ trial. 
The camera moves in toward the 
captain as he stares and the 
music swells. He becomes flus¬ 
tered when Celliers takes his 
shirt off to reveal a scarred back, 
and intercedes to save the ma¬ 
jor’s life, getting him sent to his 
own detention camp in the 
process. 

Yonoi inquires about Celliers 
— “What kind of man is he? 
. . . What kind of soldier is he? ’’ 


— ignoring questions of why he 
is interested. Celliers also ques¬ 
tions the captain’s interest — “If 
he’s got something on his mind 
why doesn’t he come out with 
it? ” — although he may return 
it but keeps his feelings more 
deeply buried. “I’ve not had 
many romantic interludes of 
great importance” is all we learn 
of the Major’s sexual history. 

When Celliers is in solitary 
confinement Yonoi visits him 
every night until Yonoi’s aide 
tries to kill the “evil spirit” who 


Lonely Hearts 

Australian Valentine 

The winner of the Australian Best 
Picture Award, Lonely Hearts is an ir- 
resistable film about two ostensibly 
mismatched people who fall in love 
anyway. 

Made on a wafer-thin budget. Lone¬ 
ly Hearts has all the elements of a 
weepy but makes you leave the theatre 
smiling. 

Why? Simply because it has affect¬ 
ing performances by Wendy Hughes as 
a hopelessly parent-dominated spinster 
out to make it on her own, and by Nor¬ 
man Kaye as a 50-year-old man ex¬ 
periencing life for the first time after 
years of devotion to his ailing mother 
who has just died. 

Why? Because its script will have 
you believing in everything it says and 
does. We get to follow these ordinary 
people from their personal quirks to 
their jobs, to see their insecurities and 
their hopes, to experience that nervous 
first date and the trauma that follows. 

Why? Because it has such homey 
direction by Paul Cox that we are en¬ 
tranced from the first scene, never look¬ 
ing at our watches impatiently, and sad 
when the film ends a short 90 minutes 
later. 

We feel for these people and identify 
easily with them as they sample the love 
they never had but have always crav¬ 
ed. They are Lonely Hearts and we are 
much the better for it. B

would destroy the captain. The 
presumably nonphysical affair 
climaxes when Celliers defuses 
a tense situation by publicly kiss¬ 
ing Yonoi, who swoons in a dead 
faint. 

Most of the above, like virtu- 
ally everything in Merry 
Christmas, Mr. Lawrence is 
subject to alternative interpre¬ 
tation. 

The title character, actually 
Lt. Colonel Lawrence, is played 
by Tom Conti in the film’s best 
performance. A student of Japa¬ 
nese language and culture, he 
tries to understand both sides 
and, while serving as referee, is 
frequently caught between 
them. 

It is of Lawrence that Sergeant 
Hara (Japanese television come¬ 
dian Takeshi) asks, “Is it true 
that Englishmen are all homo¬ 
sexual?” In the opening se¬ 


quence Hara is goading a 
Korean prisoner into harakiri for 
being caught buggering an at¬ 
tractive young Dutchman; but 
later Hara tells Lawrence, “You 
(English) all fear homosexuality. 
A samurai doesn’t fear it.” If 
Hara’s not afraid he’s certainly 
damned curious. 

Far more time is devoted to 
pointing out cultural oddities 
than explaining them, but Hara 
sheds some light on the apparent 
low value the Japanese put on 
their lives when he explains that 
he dedicated his life to the 
emperor at the age of 17 and has 
considered himself dead since. 

Perhaps the Japanese sense a 
kindred spirit in Celliers, not 
knowing that his death wish 
stems from a sense of guilt at 
having betrayed his hunch¬ 
backed younger brother in a 
school initiation. 


Celliers’ survival instinct 
clashes with his desire for death; 
Lawrence tries to make peace be¬ 
tween two sides who only want 
war; Yonoi is upholding his 
country’s traditions; Hara is a 
soldier just doing a job. As much 
as Merry Christmas, Mr. Law¬ 
rence tries to attribute their dif¬ 
ferences to cultural heritage, it 
only ends up proving that no two 
people are alike, affirming Law¬ 
rence’s resolve, “I don’t want to 
hate any individual Japanese.” 

Perhaps the year’s most ambi¬ 
tious film, Merry Christmas, 
Mr. Lawrence achieves more in 
its failure than most do in 
success. I

Hi Tech at the Music Hall 


I t is written in Chujoy’s 
Dance Encyclopedia : “The 
primary expressions of the 
art impulses of mankind are 
considered to be those of dance 
and building. From the progress 
and development of dance have 
evolved music, theatre, and 
poetry; from that of building — 
sculpture, architecture, painting, 
and writing.” Today we must 
add video and computer art to 
the lists. Ann Marie Garvin, 
owner of the Music Hall Thetre 
and producer of Dance Be-

auditorium, Hi Tech should 
destroy that image forever. Cast 
with the students (all of them, 
I believe) of Dancers’ Syn¬ 
thetics, the show has been cho¬ 
reographed by Garvin and the 
other dancers who teach there: 
Greg de Silva, Ann Barrett, and 
Jane Chavez. All three are tal¬ 
ented and seem to have absorb¬ 
ed a great deal from Garvin her¬ 
self, who provided the overall 
direction. Garvin trademarks 
are all over the show: nonstop 
continuity, mixed media, a pref-

tween the Lines, has somehow 
assimilated all the above. As a 
choreographer and teacher of 
the various dance styles grouped 
under the general heading 
“jazz,” she is easily the Bay 
Area’s finest exponent. But her 
real genius is as a director, in 
which capacity she is as much 
a builder as she is a dancer. 

Hi Tech, which repeats every 
Wednesday evening through 
September 7 at the Music Hall 
Theatre, is a student recital of 
the dancing school Garvin 
directs, the Dancers’ Synthetics 
Group. Recital indeed! If the 
term “dance recital” conjures up 
images of small-town dancing 
schools performing for adoring 
parents in the local high school 


erence for masses of bodies in 
tight units and the logistical skill 
which routes entrances and exits 
in such a way as to maintain the 
speed and flow of the pro¬ 
duction. 

What makes Hi Tech such a 
great success, though, is its con¬ 
temporary pulse. Ann Garvin 
keeps one foot in the past and 
one in the present; no new trend 
in music or fashion escapes her, 
de Silva, Barrett, and Chavez. 
This show uses music from, pre¬ 
dictably, Flashdance and 
Kraftwerk, and not so predict¬ 
ably, The Blues Brothers, Elton 
John, A1 Jarreau and Brenda 
Russell, Kagney, and The Dirty 
Rats. A video tribute to Grace 
Jones, accompanied by a re¬ 


cording of Aretha Franklin sing¬ 
ing “Amazing Grace” in a Los 
Angeles church service, assured 
me once and for all that no cre¬ 
ative input is ever ruled out at 
Dancers’ Synthetics. They tell 
me several of the routines in Hi 
Tech will soon go into Dance 
Between the Lines — and 
those dances that were named 
are indeed too good not to be 
used. As special guests, they 
have the Snap-Alongs, three 
Black men who do uptown 
street dancing, of a similar type 
as was seen in Flashdance — 
comic visual illusions, back- 
spins, and isolations so severe 
you’d think their joints are made 
of rubber. 

The dancing itself was good 
— very good, for students. Since 
all levels are represented, some 
of the dancers have limited abil¬ 
ity, but their ability is what’s 
evident — not their limitations. 
The advanced students look like 
polished professionals and are 
shown off accordingly. Straw¬ 
berry blond Jane Chavez, one of 
the teachers, is hot enough to 
power a microwave; brunette 
Lisa Altamirano (who has also 
appeared in Dance Between 
the Lines) is cool and seductive. 
One girl, whose name is report¬ 
ed to be Julietta Marcelli, is a 
long-stemmed beauty with the 
kind of body that, as a friend of 
mine would say, “makes men 
act stupid! ” I don’t know many 
of the dancers individually, and 
could rarely judge what level 
they’d reached in the school — 
they’re used too skillfully. The 
men were all appealing, and 
probably from every level. The 
ages and ethnic types are as di¬ 
verse as they are in Dance Be¬ 
tween the Lines, and the same 
amazing quick changes and 
crossovers prevail. But in 
Dance, there are 24 dancers. In 
Hi Tech there are close to 
seventy. 

The response of my guest last 
Wednesday was an immediate 
decision to enroll in the school. 

I encouraged him — after warn¬ 
ing him how hard it is; “Honey, 
they don’t fool around over 
there! You’ll either be hooked 
... or killed by it.” But there’s 
no risk at all in seeing the show. 
Showtime is 8 PM; there’s a 
cash bar and doors open at 7. 
Tickets are $6 per person. Hi 
Tech is the most fun I’ve had 
since, maybe, Dance Between 
the Lines. ■

A Star is Born 

Renaissance 

It was funny when Burt Lancaster 
said in Atlantic City, “You should 
have seen the Atlantic Ocean in the old 
days,” but I sometimes feel like him 
when I compare today's movies to the 
ones they used to make. Still, I must 
say that George Cukor’s A Star is 
Bom, one of the best pictures of the 
more competitive 1954, easily tops 99 
percent of this year’s output. 

July Garland at 32 had regained her 
baby fat and started showing signs of 
life in the fast lane taking its toll; but 
A Star is Bom marked the end of her 
childhood, establishing her as a top 
dramatic actress as well as a musical 
star. She did other good things but 
never topped her performance as 
Esther Blodgett/Vicki Lester/Mrs. 
Norman Maine in the 15 checkered 
years that remained of her career. 

The 27 minutes of restored footage 
belongs in the film. The soundtrack is 
complete and the missing visuals which 
have been awkwardly replaced by stills 
serve as a powerful reminder of the im¬ 
portance of preserving our film heri¬ 
tage. The primitive stereo sometimes 
jumps fronj speaker to speaker, a flaw 
Dolby can’t conceal; but even with im¬ 
perfections a classic like this is a reason 
to go to the movies again. 

A Star is Bom isn’t just for tired old 
queens who idolize Judy Garland, but 
for anyone who wants to see what made 
moviegoing an event for previous 
generations. ■

MT o doubt you’ve seen the T-shirt which reads “SEX IS LIKE 

I OXYGEN. YOU DON’T REALIZE HOW IMPORTANT 

II IT IS UNTIL YOU’RE NOT GETTING ANY” Much the 
same could be said about the thrill of a genuine vocal discovery. 
When the real thing shows up on your doorstep its presence, these 
days, is a genuine shock. One suddenly remembers the hard-core 
excitement of opera contained in that raw and undefinable com¬ 
modity: a fresh and singular voice. 

This summer, after teaching away any and all objections. 


a master class for young singers 
in the Chicago Lyric Opera’s 
Center for Young American 
Artists, I had lunch with one of 
the students, Gweneth Bean. A 
rather heavyset, ex-nurse who 
wasn’t the slightest bit con¬ 
cerned about her future, Gwen¬ 
eth chuckled, “Matthew Ep¬ 
stein told me that I’m NEVER 
going to have to worry about 
finding jobs. I’m a bona fide 
contralto and there just ain’t too 
many of us around.” 

Back in 1980 when I inter¬ 
viewed soprano Linda Kelm 
(who later sang the role of 
Turandot in San Francisco, 
Seattle, and Houston) she 
stated. “I’m gonna be totally 
honest with you and lay it on the 
line. There aren’t many voices 
like the one I’m going to have. 
There are enough people who 
will give me jobs so that I can 
earn my living. Having that 
kind of voice transcends any 
petty worries.” 

HOME GROWN STUFF 

On August 21, the finals of 
the 1983 San Francisco Merola 
Opera Program took place on 
the stage of the War Memorial. 
For the participants, the evening 
capped weeks of training which 
will push them one step further 
up the professional ladder. For 
the audience, the evening offered 
entertainment, excitement, and 
rampant speculation. Occasion¬ 
ally there was some genuine 
operatic titillation. 

This year’s crop of young art¬ 
ists was distinctive in several 
respects. Most of the singers 
were extremely attractive on a 
physical level and noticeably 
well-trained. In an era when 
opera queens constantly be¬ 
moan the lack of great voices, 
two stood out with startlingly 
unique potential. 

It’s no secret that there is a 
shortage of powerhouse tenors 
these days. With Jon Vickers 
near retirement, one wonders 
where the heroes of tomorrow 
are hiding. One might want to 
keep an eye on 27-year-old 
Daniel Harper (who joined 
Norelee Bush in a scene from 
Verdi’s Un Ballo en 
Maschera). With a stage 
presence which resembles an 
over-eager pet bear his boyish 
enthusiasm is both endearing 
and uncomfortable to watch. Al¬ 
though he has sung around the 
Chicago area and will debut 
with the Chicago Symphony 
next year, Mr. Harper is hardly 
a finished product. But when he 
opens his mouth, his voice wipes 


Both my friend and I found 
ourselves reacting to young 
Harper’s performance as we 
once did while watching Carlo 
Bergonzi perform. A short, 
squat man whose acting talents 
never won him an award, Ber¬ 
gonzi could be forgiven anything 


Fatale!” One gets the impres¬ 
sion that her Azucena will be 
the first to pick up an anvil and 
hurl it across the stage. 

What makes Zajic’s talent so 
extraordinary is not merely the 
voice quality, but its current 
scarcity in the Verdi repertoire. 
This young artist possesses an 
earthy powerhouse mezzo with 
a seamless range. Her singing is 
marked by instinctive coloring 
coupled with the sheer, raw ex¬ 
citement which identifies poten¬ 
tial greatness. Ms. Zajic has an 
Amneris stoking in her ovens 
which could make the Nile boil. 
I don’t think I’ve heard another 
voice like this since Fiorenza 
Cossotto.

for the sounds he produced in a 
theatre. Even at this early stage 
of his career, when Harper 
opens his mouth (and he opens 
it quite wide) the strength of his 
top range is so formidable and 
so well produced that there is no 
question but that this man will 
get work. 

A MEGATON MEZZO 

Far more impressive, however, 
was 31-year-old Dolora Zajic, a 
true dramatic Verdi mezzo. 
Ironically, Miss Zajic was on the 
same J-Church streetcar I was 
riding on my way down to the 
opera house, her dark blue gown 
hanging from the commuter 
handrail. A husky woman 
(whose personality at first seems 
more suited to plowing fields) 
Zajic opened her mouth and 
peeled the paint off the ceiling 
of the opera house later that 
evening. In the past ten years, 
I can’t remember reacting so 
strongly to the excitement of one 
voice as I did when this lady tore 
through Eboli’s “O Don 


paths. Others will drop out of 
the running for personal, as well 
as professional reasons. Audi¬ 
tioning can be a nightmare. 
While the bottom rungs of the 
professional ladder serve to weed 
out an enormous amount of 
mediocrity, the ordeal of having 
years of work judged on the 
basis of a few minutes’ worth of 
singing puts an unbearable 
pressure to produce on an art¬ 
ist’s shoulders. 

Those who audition young 
artists for professional jobs are 
unanimous in stressing that the 
quality of talent has improved 
tremendously. Yet, simultane¬ 
ously, they bemoan the fact that 
out of a hundred aspiring sing¬ 
ers, perhaps three are worth be¬ 
ing heard. “When someone has 
the goods, you know it from the 
minute they walk onstage,” 
swears Beverly Sills. 

Keep your eyes on Harper 
and Zajic. At the moment they 
are rough stones which need 
polishing. But they’ve got the 
goods, all right.■

Pure Pop for POW People 


T he current trend of using 
synthesizers to score films 
can be both artistically re¬ 
warding and economical. Why 
pay for an orchestra when one 
musician will suffice? 

This practice can be problem¬ 
atical, though. The use of elec¬ 
tronic music in period films, for

example, can be inappropriate 
and for every successful experi¬ 
ment like Chariots of Fire there 
are a host of failed others. 

The soundtrack of Merry 
Christmas, Mr. Lawrence falls 
into the former category. It was 
created by Ryuichi Sakamoto, 
one of the film’s stars and here¬ 
tofore known only as a member

of Japan’s Yellow Magic Or¬ 
chestra. Aside from Mr. S’s in¬ 
nate musical abilities, direct 
participation in the film may 
have given him an edge in 
understanding the director’s 
motivations that a contracted 
musician may not have been 
able to grasp. Whatever the rea¬ 
son, the clash of traditional 
Japanese values vs. modernity 
that is the crux of the movie is 
nimbly echoed in Sakamoto’s 
music. His fluid synthesizer 
charts capture both the cultural 
calm and the turmoil of the 
British POWs. The tones and 
moods he evokes are more sup¬ 
ple and chilling than the pretty 
but facile bathhouse music 
cliches of Vangelis. At times one 
hears the familiarity of a Nino 
Rota, or a sprightly Henry 
Mancini circa The Pink Pan¬ 
ther (!), but Sakamoto’s indi¬ 
vidual musical talent unifies the 
snippets into a cohesive whole. 
(Too bad his acting doesn’t 
merit the same praise.) 

One point to consider: the 
album closes with a vocal piece, 
in which singer David Sylvian 
intones, “My love wears forbid¬ 
den colors.” In a movie about 
the bonds forged between men 
during wartime (in which homo¬ 
erotic implication plays no small 
part), why was this one song ex¬ 
cised? Scared of frightening the 
horses? The sentiments express¬ 
ed in that one song would have 
clarified many of the madden¬ 
ing ambiguities of Mr. Law¬ 
rence and created a reference 
point for a Gay audience as well.

Hie Show Business Virgin

O nstage in the title role of Agnes of God Maryann Plunkett 
projects an unspoiled quality so convincingly that audiences 
wonder — at least momentarily — if the young novice’s baby 
might not have been conceived without the aid of a man. 

Offstage Maryann Plunkett radiates that same innocence. After 
eight years of regional and repertory theatre work leading to her 
Broadway debut in Agnes, she still seems like a show business 
virgin. 


Perhaps out of respect for her 
less enthusiastically received co- 
stars, she claims not to have read 
the personal raves she’s received 
in San Francisco, the starting 
point for the show’s national 
tour. She goes on to explain why 
she doesn’t like to read even good 
notices until a show has closed, 
illustrating with an episode from 
a Boston production of Talley’s 
Folly in which a gesture she 
made unconsciously was so 
highly praised by a critic that she 
became self-conscious and was 
unable to repeat it. 

After 13 years of Catholic 
school Plunkett is familiar with 
the Baltimore Catechism which 
Agnes quotes by rote in response 
to questions from the psychi¬ 
atrist (Elizabeth Ashley) who is 
trying to determine if and why 
she killed her baby. “You learn¬ 
ed the dogma first, when you 
were young,” the actress says, 
“and then maybe the theology 
later.” 

She finds that the church has 
loosened up to the point where 
even her “staunch Catholic” 
parents now “ask questions and 
make decisions within their 
faith,” which would have been 
unthinkable when she was a girl. 

While Agnes may lead audi¬ 
ences to question their beliefs, it 
hasn’t changed Maryann’s sta¬ 
tus: “I’m still a lapsed Catholic 
. . . That line (from the play), ‘I 
can smell an ex-Catholic a mile 
off,’ really hit home with me. I 
mean, you try to say ‘I’m not a 
Cath— and you can’t; the word 
just sticks in your throat. . .I’m 
still a spiritual person. I have 
beliefs, but they’re more 
private.” 

Whatever may have happened 


to the religion of her girlhood, 
Plunkett misses her native New 
England when she’s on the road: 
“Katharine Hepburn’s from 
New England too, and she’s kept 
her roots there.” While Maryann 
enjoys the beauty of San Fran¬ 
cisco a part of her mind is busy 
seeking out similarities to 
Boston and wondering “if the 
leaves are turning yet.” 

The reaction to her perfor¬ 
mance in Agnes of God augurs 
big things for Plunkett; but she 
seems oblivious to the stir she is 
causing, taking comfort instead 
in knowing that the Shakespeare 
Festival in Monmouth, Maine, 
where she worked for four sum¬ 
mers, has invited her back next 
year to play Rosalind in As You 
Like It. Should she accept — 
she hasn’t yet — it would be her 
first Shakespearience at playing 


a woman who disguises herself 
as a young man — “but I played 
Joan of Arc (in Anouilh’s The 
Lark), which is close.” 

With no basis for comparison 
but a PBS special and a lot of 
unsuccessful auditions, Plunkett 
thinks she prefers stage to screen 
work: “On stage I can be any¬ 
thing ... I can feel so beautiful, 
I can feel so young.” The typical 
reaction when she tries out for 
film roles, she says, “is ‘You’re 
very — interesting.’. . . Then I 
tell my agent, ‘They were inter¬ 
ested but don’t wait for a call.’ 
... If I hear ‘You’re interesting’ 
again. I’ll . . .” 

With red hair and wide, pale 
blue eyes, Maryann can best be 
described as plain looking. It’s 
the kind of plainness that cos¬ 
tumes and makeup can dress up 
to achieve some degree of glamor 
but not enough, as she’s pain¬ 
fully aware, to turn her into the 
sort of sex symbol Hollywood’s 
looking for. 

“Meryl Streep made it with¬ 
out that,” she adds hopefully, 
“and she came from the stage. I 
loved her in Sophie’s Choice 
. . . but there aren’t many roles 
like that.” 

Agnes of God may deal more 
intimately with women’s bodies

and feelings than any play be¬ 
fore, especially one written and 
directed by men. “I was discuss¬ 
ing that with Diedre O’Connell, 
my standby, last night,” 
Plunkett says when I bring this 
up. “All the people in charge of 
this show, all the ‘bosses,’ are 
men. We talked about it, but we 
didn’t reach any conclusions.” 

Does the play ring true from 
a woman’s perspective? 

“From Agnes’ point, which is 
the only way I can approach it, 
(playwright) John Pielmeier has 
captured a character — a 
creature — really well.” 

She saw the play in its Boston * 
tryout, Maryann says, lured by 
the intriguing advertising and 
the fact that she remembered the 
incident it was based on, when 
a nun had given birth to a baby 
and then killed it. At the time 
Agnes struck a responsive chord 
in her: “I believed her so much, 


I wanted to believe she was really 
blessed, that some people are 
touched that way, whether by 
God or by madness.” 

As an actress she immediately 
put Agnes on her list of “dream 
roles,” but thought she would be 
too old to play it by the time the 
rights were available to com¬ 
panies that might cast her. 

Geraldine Fitzgerald, who 
directed her in The Three¬ 
penny Opera in Boston, acted 
as Plunkett’s “fairy godmother” 
in New York and helped her get 
the job as understudy to Agnes. 
When Carrie Fisher left the 
show. Maryann took over, and 
now she’s touring with it. 

Agnes was a “present dream 
role.” Blanche du Bois (A 
Streetcar Named Desire) is 
high on her list of “future dream 
roles,” but it’s a long list: “I 
wanna play everything — I’m 
real greedy.” 

That’s a typical statement for 
the average young actress, but 
not for Maryann Plunkett, who 
otherwise shows no sign of am¬ 


bition. She’s more convincing a 
few minutes later when she sug¬ 
gests getting out of acting and 
becoming a woodworker. 

For the moment Agnes of 
God occupies her mind for eight 
shows a week (at the Curran 
through September 11). She 
keeps it fresh, she says, “by not 
thinking of it too much but look¬ 
ing for the little things that have 
to be different each night 
because you’re human. 

“Besides, the things that hap¬ 
pen to Agnes would take a long 
time to get complacent about — 
being burned by her mother 
‘down there,’ being violated — 
having her legs spread apart. . . 
I think it would be impossible to 
go through all that on ‘automatic 
pilot.’. . . And when she’s being 
told ‘You’re stupid; you’re 
ugly—” 

“‘You’re interesting.’” 

“Yes,” Maryann laughs, “I’ll 
have to use that some night when 
I’m having trouble feeling mad 
enough!” ■

Any Morality in the 
Catholic Church? 


Homosexuality and The Catholic Church

“The side effects of the recognition that we exist in isola¬ 
tion can be extremely devastating. This emotional upheaval 
I believe, accounts in large part for much of the objectionable 
beha vior in the homosexual community. If you believe that 
you exist in isolation and if you believe that you are beyond 
the church and beyond the social fabric, then you can per¬ 
mit yourself to engage in all kinds of behavior because you 
are an outlaw.” Growing Up Lesbian and Catholic by Ann Borden 


A rchbishop Quinn has recent¬ 
ly approved a new statement 
on the morality of Gay life 
and the church. Naturally, he is 
attempting to hold the line. He 
no doubt realizes that Gays will 
pretty much do what they have 
always done. AIDS has only 
sharpened the conflict. 

In the fall of 1981, Catholics 
concerned with the great moral 
and sexual issues held a sympo¬ 
sium in Washington, D.C., to ex¬ 
amine closely the relationship 


between homosexuality and the 
Pope’s kingdom. The papers de¬ 
livered at this ponderous gather¬ 
ing were edited for the present 
volume by Jeannine Gramick, 
who is co-founder and co¬ 
director of New Ways Ministry, 
an outreach for Catholic Gays. 
She has recently completed a 
study of Lesbian women. 

Significant differences emeige 
between Catholic thought and 
the Protestant fundamentalists. 
Catholics lean toward a more 


flexible stance than, say, Jerry 
Falwell, who gives no quarter to 
anyone. Roman moralists make 
a crucial distinction between 
orientation and actually practic¬ 
ing such impulses. At least they 
give us some credit for merely 
being. But celibacy is the only 
course ultimately allowed. 

The traditional solution raises 
more problems than it solves. 
Healthy young men who enter 
seminary must fight their inner 
demons constantly. According to 
a recent study only two out of 
fifty priests polled in the sample 
considered themselves celibate. 
One veteran priest complained 
that “the he-man types don’t 
seem interested in the seminary.” 
He cited the need for a strong 
physical education program. 

The big question is, can we be 
sexual in a nongenital way? 
Perhaps pleasure and intimacy 
can be defined in a general way, 
as Freud sometimes did. It has 
been suggested that support 
groups can help a person prac¬ 
tice the celibate lifestyle. 

Both liberals and moderates 
are represented here. We see the 
usual accounts about coming out 


and the tensions associated with 
attempting to pass in the one sex 
environment. We have all been 
over this ground before. 

But near the end of the an¬ 
thology, Charles Curran, a pro¬ 
fessor of Theology at the Catho¬ 
lic University of America, com¬ 
pares four different approaches 
to the question of morality and 
Catholicism. 

John Harvey and Edward 


Malloy are moral theologians 
who adhere to the traditional 
line of procreation and the fam¬ 
ily. One detects a mounting sense 
of envy by celibate priests. They 
do not like sexual freedom out¬ 
side the family. All choices are 
to be dictated by Mother 
Church. 

Curran compares the ideas of 
Harvey and Malloy to those of 
John McNeill, author of The 
Church and The Homosexual 
and The Committee of The 
Catholic Theological Society of 


America, authors of Human 
Sexuality. 

Curran, a moderate, admits 
that committed Gay couples, 
who cannot change to a hetero¬ 
sexual orientation, should be 
allowed a status similar to 
straights. 

The battle drags on. The 
Catholic bishops dig in their 
heels. They are finally admitting 
civil rights are necessary for 


Gays, but Gay sex is still a sin in 
their eyes. Rather than appreci¬ 
ate Gay sexuality on its own 
terms the holy fathers take a nar¬ 
row, physical view of sex and act 
as though they are still arguing 
how many angels can stand on 
the head of a pin. 

Homosexuality and The 
Catholic Church exposes the in¬ 
ability of^the Roman Church to 
cope with the twentieth century. 
As a result the Pope needs every 
prayer he can muster. ■

Reining on My Parade 
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A lthough the climax of “cow¬ 
boy season” — the National 
Reno Gay Rodeo — passed 
us a month ago, a ripple effect 
of its passing continues South of 
Market, as well as eastward to 
Colorado and south to Houston 
as well. 

I wouldn’t say that thousands 
of men lie awake nights, gripped 
with excitement at the memories 
accumulated at that brawn-fest, 
but a few dozen men (the rodeo 
cowboys themselves) have rea¬ 
son to be excited. Actually, a 
more accurate description of 
their state of mind is “pissed.” 

It all has to do with the 
$15,000 in prize money that was 
to have been given to cowboys 
and cowgirls who proved their 
best was better than the rest at 
this year’s Rodeo. It also has to 
do with the degree of organiza¬ 
tion of the event. 

A couple of reliable sources 
(both of whom want anonymity 
until a plan of action, “if any,” 
is developed), buttonholed me to 
discuss the sitch with fire in 
their eyes. 

One of the pair pointed out 
inadequacies in the handling of 
details for the event. One re¬ 
ported, for example, that there 
were no poles for use on one of 
the horse show events in spite of 
“months of planning and prep¬ 
aration,” and there was a $10 
per night stable fee for those 
cowpokes who herded their 
horses to Reno for the event — 
which is, according to my 
sources, not a customary ex¬ 
pense. “Several cowboys simply 
didn’t pay it,” he said. 

“After eight years of running 
the Rodeo,” my source spleened, 
“everything should have run 
smoothly. 

“As it was, we cowboys had to 
organize events on the spot our¬ 
selves.” 

How come? 

“The problem is that (Rodeo 
Director) Phil (Ragsdale) won’t 
turn the reins over to anyone. He 
wants to do it all himself, and 
then doesn’t get it done.” (Rags¬ 
dale, in a lengthy interview 
granted during the Rodeo week¬ 
end, acknowledged that his 
proclivity for running everything 
himself had created problems in 
the past.) 

My cowboy wasn’t unhappy 
only about the omitted details, 
though. He explained that pro¬ 
fessional cowboys earn their liv¬ 
ing, as well as national titles like 
“Best All-Around Cowboy,” by 
traveling from one Rodeo to the 
next to compete for the prize 
money. To win a national title, 
a cowboy has had to accumulate 
more prize money than anyone 
else in his category. 

“The same rule applies to 
winning titles at each Rodeo. 
Most of them are two or three- 
day events,” he explained. 
“Prize money is usually award¬ 
ed to winners of each category 
of events for each day of the 
Rodeo. 

“Phil didn’t do that this year, 
though. He made them wait un¬ 
til the last day to pay them, and 
averaged everybody’s perfor¬ 
mance and awarded prize 
money based on that average. 
We figure that he only paid out 
about $8,000 in prize money in¬ 
stead of the $15,000 he adver¬ 
tized. 

“A few of the cowboys are 
talking about suing him,” he 
said. “And several others are 
planning to boycott next year’s 
Rodeo.” 

A source in Houston confirm¬ 
ed some of the anger by pointing 
out the possibility of a Rodeo

there next year. Many Houston 
cowboys and all of the fund¬ 
raisers for charities associated 
with Rodeos threw their support 
behind the First Annual Rocky 
Mountain Regional Rodeo that 
was held by the Colorado Gay 
Rodeo Association in Denver 
June 3-5. 

Club Scene Magazine, an 
MC and Levi-Leather slick 
that’s distributed nationally 
from Houston, reported, “The 
Colorado Gay Rodeo Associ¬ 
ation was designed to keep Gay 
money inside the Gay commu¬ 
nity for Gay charities rather 
than to raise Gay bucks for 
straight charities like other 
rodeos do. 

“The Grand Marshall Con¬ 


bitch to be a Rodeo Director ala 
Ragsdale. He had to fight off a 
right-wing Christian group’s at¬ 
tempt to shut down the Rodeo, 
maneuver his way through the 
politics of selecting winners of 
charity titles, and then defend 
himself from unhappy cowpokes 
as well. During the event itself 
he has to be everywhere at once 
to handle things like putting 
away a horse that broke its neck 
when it ran headlong into a 
fence during one of the events. 

But life in the arena for the 
cowpokes ain’t easy either. Back 
in the chutes during the Rodeo, 
I overheard a cowgirl succinct¬ 
ly summarize bull riding to an¬ 
other rider, “Not only do they 
dump us off and stomp on us, 
but they shit on us, too! ”

test raised over $33,000 for such 
charities as the KSC/AIDS of 
Houston, the Gay Switchboard 
Houston, Montrose Clinic 
(Houston), Gay and Lesbian 
Community Center of Colorado, 
and the National Gay Health 
Education Foundation (Den¬ 
ver).” 

Publishers Dan Mclver and 
Alan Lipkin confirmed in a tele¬ 
phone interview that “there’s 
talk about a Houston Rodeo 
next year.” 

Ragsdale confirmed the 
Houston pull-out, saying that 
“some of ‘them’ gave him an 
ultimatum last year to change 
the rules on how the Mr./Ms./ 
Miss National Reno Gay Rodeo 
titles were to be awarded. 

Ragsdale has had 
to fight off right- 
wing Christians, 
hassles over titles, 
unhappy cowpokes, 
and homosexuals 
who know how to 
do it better. 


“They wanted the titles to go 
to whomever raised the most 
money for charity. Since some 
areas of the country are richer 
than others, competition would 
be stifled in less populated and 
poorer regions,” said Ragsdale. 
“To keep everyone’s interest, I 
refused to change the rules.” 

Ragsdale did concede that 
“several months ago” he’d made 
one important change in the 
rules of the fundraising part of 
the Rodeo. Funds can now be 
split 50/50 between Gay 
charities and the Muscular 
Dystrophy Association, which 
had been the sole beneficiary of 
his national fundraising effort. 

All in all, it must be a real

Karl Stewart has 
fuller details in his column this 
week. 

The Satyrs Annual Run to 
Badger Flats will be attended by 
many San Francisco leather- 
men. Run Chair Larry Reams 
reports that 250 reservations 
overall have been made for the 
L.A. group’s Labor Day Week¬ 
end event. No bike count yet.

Sex on TV: 

The Playboy Channel

I t’s a world inhabited by men 
without dicks and women 
with mammoth mammaries. 
Here is a demi-civilization where 
women crave sucking cock, beg 
to get fucked in the ass, and are 
more or less thrilled to be sub¬ 
servient to men. You are watch¬ 
ing the world of The Playboy 
Channel. 

Recently Viacom Cable in 
San Francisco was offering one 
free month’s subscription to The 
Playboy Channel to basic cable 
subscribers. Never one to refuse 
a freebie, and curious to see how 
X-rated porno is coyly edited to 
“R” to meet cable morality, I 
quickly called up and ordered it. 

Some of you might be wonder¬ 
ing why a Gay person would 
want to see anything on The 
Playboy Channel. After viewing 
it for a month, I wonder why 
anyone who is straight would 
want it! 

The majority of the channel’s 
programming is X-rated films. 
They ’ve been castrated, however, 
of the very scenes that people 
purposefully pay $5 to see in the 
first place. At the soft (literally) 
core level all that remains fre¬ 
quently is the plot and the acting 
to hold our interest, exactly the 
two elements in which porn films 
have never been known to excel. 

Oh, sure, you can see hours of 
humping, bumping, jumping, 
and thumping. You can see 
countless moments of cocksuck¬ 
ing and clit-licking — but just 
the acts, not the instruments. 
The men who edit these films are 
obviously so uptight about show¬ 
ing any cock that some of the 


studs appear to be eunuchs. 

“Why, there’s old switchhitter 
Jack Wrangler — what’s he do¬ 
ing? ” For all we know he is pull¬ 
ing salt water taffy. “And, hey, 
isn’t that Harry Reems doing 
aerobics with that woman?” 

Women, on the other hand, 
are allowed to reveal all. Of 
course they are — they aren’t 
editing these films. They are also 
incredibly cheap looking (if oc¬ 
casionally attractive) and 
whorish. 

Cum shots are gone. Some 
films were originally made in two 
versions, soft and hard, and in 
the soft you can be sure the wo¬ 
man will exclaim, “Oh, my God, 
you’re coming inside me, honey! 
Come on, do it baby, do it! ” So 
go prove that he did. She looks 
absolutely trustworthy, lying 
there with her legs in the air. 

Pussy eating is predominant 
and is as clearly shown as cocks 
are almost artfully hidden away. 
Again, why is it that women are 
sure to show more beaver than 
the Grand Coulee Dam and men 
are not allowed to flash their sex 
tools at all? For one thing, we 
must remember, this is The 
Playboy Channel. If cocks were 
in demand here, it would be call¬ 
ed the BlueBoy Channel, right? 
For another, this is the land of 
the double standard. If you 
allow cock to be shown that 
means this is porno, something 
television, even closed circuit 
cable TV, cannot condone. If 
only beaver and boobs are fea¬ 
tured, that’s as safe as a center¬ 
fold. Remember, it’s a male- 
dominated business — nude 


women are safe to clothed 
straight men. Nude men are not. 

★ ★ ★ 

There is an art to cutting X- 
rated films, but it’s rarely dis¬ 
played on The Playboy Channel. 
Some are done rather choppily, 
looking like they were edited 
with rusty razor blades. Some 
90-minute movies shrink to 
barely an hour and seem com- 
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posed of nothing but facial 
closeups. We see women in the 
throes of ecstasy — or maybe it’s 
a bad case of menstrual cramps. 
You can’t be sure. Much is done 
to fix up the films in the lab so 
that when there is absolutely, 
positively no way to get around 
an insertion shot, all you see is 
a split screen with duplicate and 
triplicate closeups of the man’s 
or woman’s contorting face, a 
wall, a floor, or maybe a couple 
of wiggling toes. 

It must be said, though, that 
production values of hetero porn 
are high. Occasionally some ele¬ 
vator music will creep in, but 
mostly there is sharp camera 
work, proper lighting, real 
sound, good music, and at least 


an attempt at an actual plot, 
dialogue and credibility (without 
credibility, you’ve lost your 
chance at fulfilling audience 
fantasy). 

It's amazing to me that there 
is a national organization that 
takes these erotic films serious¬ 
ly and hands out Oscar-like 
awards for performances. Watch 
half a dozen of these films with¬ 
out their hard core scenes and 
you’ll realize that they show a 
great contempt for basic intelli¬ 
gence, women, and lest we for¬ 
get, Gays. There is a world that 
is also hopelessly middle class, 
where marriage is still the best 
philosophy: “There are two 
types of women — those you 
marry and those you fuck.” 

Playboy realizes that they 
aren’t going to win new sub¬ 
scribers by appealing to straight 
men willing to settle for soft porn 

— simulated sex instead of stim¬ 
ulating. So they have created 
“original” programming that 
recognizes a wider audience. 
There is the “Great American 
Strip Off” where three teams of 
male/female couples compete 
against each other by jiggling 
their clothes off to disco music. 
Two winners get a car. There is 
“Shake It Sexy” — another 
competition of a male/female 
duo adagio dancing that can be 
surprisingly, well, sexy. The best 
program they offer, “Sexcetera 

— The News According to Play¬ 
boy” is a “60 Minutes” style 
show that offers an enlightening, 
breezy look at developments in 
sex research and turn-ons. It 
features, among other regulars, 


San Francisco’s own Jane Dor- 
nacker. She has a continuing 
five-minute spot for a monologue 
on such subjects as antiquated 
sodomy laws or how to have sex 
with a cast on your arm. 

What would a station be 
without a soap opera? Playboy 
has Marilyn Chambers in “Love 
Ya, Florence Nightingale” in 
which she plays a sex surrogate. 
Lines like “I am not paying you 
$100 an hour to fondle your 
breasts” border on camp and 
give that one essential needed for 
a good soap opera: trashiness. 

Naturally, Playboy has its 
obligatory comedy show, but it’s 
about as funny as a case of crabs. 

Premiering shortly is an MTV 
clone called “Hot Rocks” which 
is 30 minutes of unexpurgated 
music video clips: David Bowie 
balling a Chinese chick ala 
“From Here to Eternity” beach 
style, Duran Duran singing 
while girls perform SAM on 
each other. . . you got the idea. 

It’s diverting for about a week 
while curiosity endures, and 
then it dies quickly. This is pro¬ 
gramming that teases, titillates, 
and taunts you into frustration. 

The Playboy Channel is on 
the air from 5 PM ’til about 
2 AM (3 AM on weekends) with 
a mix of four movies or original 
shows each repeated two to three 
times with some filler shorts in 
between. The cost is $7.50 to $10 
above and beyond the cost of 
basic cable service. 

Do you think it’s worth it?

Studies showed that the vaccine protected against infection caused by hepatitis B 
virus in 85% to 96% of those who received the required three shots. 

Hepatitis B virus is an important cause of viral hepatitis, a disease mainly of 
the liver. Even mild forms of this disease may lead to serious complications and 
aftereffects, including liver cancer. There is no specific treatment for viral 
hepatitis. 

Vaccination is recommended for persons who have a higher risk of becoming 
infected with hepatitis B virus because of frequent, close contact with infected 
people or exposure to body fluids from such people. It will not protect against 
hepatitis caused by viruses other than hepatitis B virus. 

Because of the long incubation period for hepatitis B, it is possible for 
unrecognized infection to be present at the time the vaccine is given. The vaccine 
may not prevent hepatitis B in such patients. 
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In three studies involving 3,350 persons, the overall rate of adverse reactions 
did not differ significantly in those given vaccine and those given placebo (an 
inactive substance). As with any vaccine, broad use often reveals rare adverse 
reactions not observed during clinical trials. 

Over 200,000 people are estimated to have received the vaccine since its 
release, and the vaccine continues to be generally well tolerated. Hepatitis B has a 
long incubation period, and unrecognized infection may already be present at the 
time the vaccine is given. Thus, reported cases of hepatitis are to be expected and 
do not appear to be caused by the vaccine. Reactions such as fever, nausea, 
vomiting, headache, and local pain have occurred. Joint pain has been reported; 
rash has been reported rarely. Serious illnesses affecting the nervous system- 
including Guillain-Barre syndrome—have been reported rarely, but no cause and 
effect relationship has been established. 
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
